;METULLA. - The Israel De- 
fence Forces imposed a sunset- 
ito-dawn curfew yesterday on 
South Lebanon as Defence 
Minister Rabin told the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee that the area south of 
the Litani River is “more prob- 
lematic than the interim deploy- 
ment lines themselves.” Rabin 
warned that if the IDF will feel 
insecure “so will the Shi’ites.” 

' The new regulations also forbid 
riding motorcycles, driving in cars 
with fewer than two persons in them, 
and parking cars along major roads. 

Israel Radio reported last night 
that an IDF unit was attacked yester- 
day daring the curfew. The unit 
returned fire. 

The regulations, printed in Arabic 
on handbills dropped over South 
' Lebanon from helicopters yesterday 
morning, apply to all residents south 
of the Litani River. 

The curfew forbids residents from 
leaving their villages on foot or by 
vehicle after nightfall. Cars parked 
along central roads will be blown up. 
the handbill savs. and violators of 


the new regulations will risk their 
lives. 

IDF sources yesterday said that 
car bombs, and motorcycles have 
been used in ihe region in attacks 
against the IDF. 

The South Lebanese have reacted 
with rage and declarations of resist- 
ance to the regulations, and 
Lebanese sources said they were 
doubtful of the IDFs ability to en- 
force the rules. 

IDF sources said the new regula- 
tions were decided upon to ensure 
the safety of the South Lebanese as 
well as prorect Israeli soldiers there. 

Also yesterday, the IDF searched 
the Shi’ite village of Sarifa south of 
the Litani. arresting several men 
who had recently infiltrated into 
South Lebanon from the north, and 
who are suspected of planning ter- 
rorist activity against the IDF. 

Troops found stores of grenades, 
Kalashnikov rifles and a great deal of 
ammunition in the village. 

A jeep carrying Border Police 
went over a roadside charge near 
al-KJeiie, east of Tyre, yesterday, 
but no one was injured. In Jargua, 
north of Nabatiya, a bomb was 
placed in the car of the commander 
of the village's civil guards, and 
exploded as he started it. The man

Cold, rough weather still with us

Rain and strong winds are ex- 
pected to continue today, the forcas- 
ter said last night, bur not at yester- 
day's force. Some snow will continue 
lo fall in the billy regions in the 
north, and the temperatures are ex- 
pected to stay very low. 

Cold air is still travelling to Israel 
from northern Europe, but as rhe 
current is weakening, its effects will 
slowly subside. . 

Yesterday, with winds at up to 
70kph, snow fell in Jerusalem, on 
Ml . Meron, in Safad. and in the 
northern Golan Heights. In Meron 
and-in the northern Golan tempera- 
tures went down to zero, and some 
snow remained on the ground, but 
the snow in other areas melted by 
afternoon. Rain fell in the Negev as 
well, and is expected to continue 
today. 

Mekorot, the national water com- 
pany, reported that this week's rains 
have improved the stare of the water 
table significantly. Most of the artifi- 
cial reservoirs in the north are full 
and Lake Kinneret has risen 85 cen- 
timetres since tbe beginning of the 
winter. Experts expect the Kinneret 
to reach its maximum capacity by the 
end of winter. 

Schools in 30 settlements in the 
Safad region have been shut for lack 
of heating in the classrooms. Tbe 


Meron HagaliJ regional council has 
not bought heating oil, and claims 
that the Education Ministry has not 
provided it the necessary funds. 

But in other areas, life was as 
usual despite the storm. 

Residents of Jerusalem who had 
stocked up on food for fear of being 
snowed in were able to carry on as 
usual by late morning, but the Heb- 
ron area remained under a heavy 
blanket of snowfall- throughout the 
day. 

In the capital, snow and sleet that 
fell throughput the night left the city 
covered and wet, but schoolchildren 
who listened eagerly to the early 
morning news broadcasts were dis- 
appointed to find that classes were 
being held as usual. 

A few traffic jams were reported 
during the morning, but by 9 a.m. 
intermittent sunshine had melted 
some of the snow and traffic was 
moving as usual. 

Magen David Adorn put its 
emergency ambulances into opera- 
tion in Jerusalem and Safad, late 
Monday afternoon and an MDA 
spokesman said the special vehicles 
will remain in operation until all 
danger of traffic disruptions due to 
snow are past. 

In Mitzpe Ramon the snow that 
fell early yesterday morning melted 
by noon. 


Strauss to confer with Peres today

Bavarian Prime Minister Franz-

Peres and Strauss are to meet at 
the Prime Minister's Office this 
afternoon. Minister without Port- 


folio Ezer Weizman will accompany 
Strauss throughout his visit. 

The Bavarian premier will end his 
visit on Friday after a meeting with 
Foreign Minister Shamir. 

He will devote part of tomorrow 
to tours of Ta’as, the Military Indus- 
tries, and the Israel Aircraft Indus- 
tries. r. 

While serving as defence minister 
in the Bonn government, he was 
responsible for pushing through 
weapons sales to Israel. 


Shamir wants more Arabs 
involved in peace process

BONN. - Foreign Minister Shamir 
hopes there will be "personal con- 
tacts” with the Arabs concerning 
contintiation of the peace process. 
Such contacts are now possible with 
Egypt only, Shamir, yesterday told a 
press conference, implying that 
Israel will agree to an Egyptian 
mediation between Israel and other 
Arab countries. 

Shamir confirmed that Israel is 
ready to talk to representatives of 
any Arab country, as well as to 
representatives of the Palestinians, 
but not to PLO representatives. 

On the issue of possible German 
.arms sales to the Middle East, Sha- 
mir rejected the idea that Israel buy 
German weapons parallel to Ger- 
man armssales to Saudi Arabia. This 
possibility W3s raised by the Bava- 
rian Prime Minister Fran 2 - Josef 
Strauss in a recent interview, Israel 
does not wish to' purchase German 
arms, Shamir said- 
Shamir spoke w reporters after a 
day of meetings- with. Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl, Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dierrich Genscher and Presi- 
dent Richard von Weizsaecker. 

Shamir said. Israel still would like 
to resume, the - peace process set up 


by the Camp David agreements. He 
said the process had been “inter- 
rupted" by Egypt. 

“We are opposed to any delivery 
of sophisticated aims to Arab coun- 
tries... We cannot be certain that 
(such) German weapons would not 
be used against the Jewish state of 
Israel, and everyone understands 
the historical significance," he said. 

Strauss called last week for the 
sale of West German Leopard 2 
tanks to Saudi Arabia. The Leopard 
2s are manufactured by Krauss- 
Maffei, which is based in Munich, 
the Bavarian capital . 

The Kohl government has made 
no commitment to deliver the tanks. 
Shamir declined to comment on 
what Kohl said about, them yester- 
day, saying “About the chancellor’s 
position, please ask the chancellor." 

Shamir said his talks this week in 
Paris. and Bonn convinced him that 
Israel’s agricultural products would 
remain competitive in the European 
Community after Spain and Portugal 
make their planned entry in 1986. 

The 10-nation community now 
absorbs about 70 per cent of Israeli 
agricultural produce. Israel has been 
concerned this figure will drop after 
Spain and Portugal join. 

Shamir is expected in the Nether- 
lands today for talks on Israel’s agri- 
cultural exports. •

Manufacturers appeased 

Threat seems removed 
from Package Deal II

Economic Package Deal II was 
apparently saved yesterday during a 
meeting between Industry and 
Trade Minister Ariel Sharon* and a 
delegation of industrialists headed 
by Eli Hurvitz. the president of the 
Manufacturers Association. But the 
Histadrut was incensed over a 
change in the criteria for allowing 
price increases - one of the measures 
taken to appease the industrialists - 
and has appealed the matter. 

Hurvitz said after the meeting that 
the association’s ruling body will 
meet on Friday, and not today as 
planned . to decide on whether or not 
to remain party to the package deal. 
The industrialists had decided early 
in the week to withdraw from it, and 
today's meeting was intended to con- 
firm that decision. According to 
Hurvitz, the delay is intendecLtagive 
the authorities time to implement in 
an orderly way the decisions taken 
yesterday. 

At the meeting, Sharon agreed to 
fulfil some of the industrialists’ most 
pressing demands on the encourage- 
ment of exports. 

After the meeting, the package- 
deal monitoring committee decided 
to alter its criteria for approving 
price increases, bowing to demands 
by the industrialists. 

Thus, one day after their meeting 
with Prime Minister Peres, the in- 
dustrialists saw most of their grie- 
vances redressed. 

The Histadrut representatives on 
the monitoring committee, howev- 


Kessar slams budget, 
vows to vote against it

Histadrut Secretary-General Yis- 
rael Kessar yesterday attacked the 
budget, presented on Monday by 
Finance Minister Modal, and said 
he would vote against it “even if they 
throw me out of the party." 

Kessar, an Alignment MK, said 
the budget is based on 8 per cent 
unemployment, “but if the Treasury 
says eight, we can assume it will be at 
least 10 per cent." 

He was speaking in yesterday's 
debate on the 'first reading of the 
budget bill. 

How could the national economy 
permit itself 10 per cent unemploy- 
ment? he asked. It is a crime for the 
government to say to discharged 
soldiers, development-town resi- 
dents and new immigrants, “don’t 
work," he said. - 

Kessar also blasted the budget for 
planning reduced capital invest- 
ment, instead of tremendous invest- 
ment to revive the economy. Furth- 
ermore, he said, the budget does not 
anticipate any rise in domestic re- 
venue. Where is the highly-touted 
intensification of tax collection and 
the fight against black capital?" he 
asked. 

In a sarcastic tone, Kessar said 
that when it came to the budget for 
health services the^government 
showed courage. It would allocate 
$20 million to the sick-funds. whose 
total budget is $800m.. Only 1 per 
cent of the total budget is for health 
services, he said. 

Rafael Eitan (Tehiya) proposed 
that the office of president be abo- 
lished, at least until the economic 
situation improves. For a merely 
representative office, IS728m. is u 
waste, he said. He also questioned 
the justification of IS341m. for the 
four ministers without portfolio. 

Yigal Cohen (Likud-La’am) said 
there is no reason to subsidize health 
and education services for rich and 
poor alike. He also noted that over 
half of the public’s savings (esti- 
mated at $35 billion) are in liquid 
schemes such as Patam- 


Mordechai Bar-On (Citizen’s 
Rights Movement): The budget in- 
creases the inequality in the eco- 
nomy. It is not enough to take care of 
the poorest, but the poor half of the 
society must be protected. 

Avi Tonkin adds: 

Harsh criticism of the proposed 
state budget for 1985/86 was voiced 
yesterday by Knesset Finance Com- 
mittee Chairman Avraham Shapira 
(Agudat Yisrael). He said the 
budget reflects “a cut in economic 
growth." 

Speaking to members of the Tax 
Advisers Institute, Shapira said that 
the slashes which the Treasury says 
the budget contains are only 
"cosmetic changes." He said that 
there is no encouragement for the 
growth of industry, agriculture, or 
tourism. 

Shapira also sharply criticized the 
industrialists. He said that manufac- 
turers who complain about the Stein- 
berg Committee's recommendations 
on tax regulations "have not paid 
taxes for years." 

The MK had harsh words for his 
past and present colleagues at the 
Finance Committee. “The commit- 
tee is not exactly a rubber stamp, 
since rubber does not shout, but we 
are a stamp anyway. We will 
approve whatever the tax authorities 
propose," he said. 

Shapira added that in 1982 the 
committee had approved the regula- 
tions of the Taxation Under Infla- 
tion Law, which had destroyed the 
income-tax system, “If an inquiry 
committee is set up on the matter, 
we will be in trouble,” he said. 

The chairman also attacked some 
of the Treasury’s recent moves. He 
said that only fools among exporters 
will bring their revenue back to 
Israel after the changes in the terms 
of the Patam accounts. 

Since the minimum period of in- 
vestment in interest-bearing 
accounts was extended to one year, 
instead of three months, exporters 
will be encouraged to leave their 
money abroad, where they can earn 
more interest, be said.

A senior Egyptian official 
identified by unofficial sources as 
presidential aide Osama al-Baz 
was closeted with Premier Shi- 
mon Peres and senior cabinet 
ministers for over five hours last 
night. 

The meeting took place at the 
premier's residence in Jerusalem. 
Defence Minister Y’itzhak Rabin. 
Acting Foreign Minister Moshe 
Arens, and Minister without Port- 
folio Ezer Weizman took part in the 
late night meeting. The meeting 
started shortly after 8 p.m. and was 
still going on at I a.m. this morning. 

It was'still unclear last night how 
ai-Baz. who is President" Hosni 
Mubarak's policy adviser, arrived in 
Israel. Rumours said he might have 
flown into the country on nmilitary 
aircraft. 

Monte Carlo Radio, broadcasting 
from Cairo, reported that al-Baz was 
carrying a message from President 
Mubarak. The radio said that the

message deals with the latest de- 
velopments in the Middle East, the 
future of bilateral relations and rhe 
possibilities of resuming the peace 
process. 

Political sources in Cairo last night 
said that Mubarak's move is in- 
tended to break the deadlock beset- 
ting the Palestinian problem and to 
get the most out of the joint-strategy 
accord announced bv Jordan's Kinc 


Hussein and PLO chairman Yasser 
Arafat. 

All day the Prime Minister's 
Office in Jerusalem claimed it had no 
information. 

The Egyptian Embassy in Tel 
Aviv was no more informative. And 
in Cairo, an Egyptian government 
spokesman said: "I can only say the 
envoy is in Israel todjy." He de- 
clined to name the emissary. 

After Mubarak said on Monday 
night that he would send his foreign- 
policy adviser Osama al-Baz 'to 
Israel. ai-Baz said he would not be 
the man. 

The Jerusalem Post tried in vain to 
pin down a report that the Egyptian 
emissary could not be found because 
he was meeting with AhrashaTamir. 
director-general of the Prime Minis- 
ter's Office, either in a third country, 
or in a state guest house somewhere 
in Israel. 

Tamir. who went to Bucharest 
with Prime Minister Peres, has been 
in on the Mubarak initiative from the 
start. He has had more contacts with 
Egy ptian leaders than probably ,mv 
other Israeli civil servant. 


er. are opposed to the change, since 
it means that the prices of dozens of 
goods will soon rise by substantially 
more than the limit established in the 
second package deal. 

Efraim Jiloni. Histadrut repre- 
sentative on the committee, told The 
Jerusalem Post that he had already- 
lodged a/i appeal against the deri- 
sion to alter the criteria for granting 
exemptions from the price controls. 
The appeal is expected to be heard 
by the Economic Council - com- 
posed of tbe heads of the Treasury, 
the Manufacturers Association and 
the Histadrut - within the next few 
days. 

According to sources close to the 
committee, the new criteria divide 
goods into two . categories: those 
under control before the first pack- 
age deal, and those that were not 
controlled. 

Tile prices of ihe former group are 
expected to rise substantial ly beyond 
the 3 to 5 per cent allowed by Pack- 
age Deal II. with the manufacturers 
absorbing only 3 to 4 per cent of the 
increase. 

Committee chairman David 
Brodet. the commissioner of prices 
at the Industry and Trade Ministry, 
said after the meeting that some 260 
applications for exemption from 
price controls will be studied by the 
committee at its next meeting. 

Jiloni said that the new criteria 
would "make the exceptions the 
rule." It is a method of bringing in 
price rises "through the back door." 
he said. 


Differences emerge over prospects 


The first rumblings in the National 
Unity- Government against Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak's' peace 
initiative came vesterdav from Likud 
MKs. 

At the same time Alignment MKs 
urged Prime Minister Shimon Peres 
to respond positively to the propos- 
als. and Minister without Portfolio 
Ezer Weizman avoided saying that 
Israel should boycott talks If the 
proposed Jordanian-Palestinian de- 
legation includes people associated 
with the PLO. 

A number of Likud members 
yesterday said that any peace initia- 
tive is worth an effort, as long as it is 
founded on the Camp "David 
Accords. They stressed, however, 
that on no account would they agree 
to have members of the Palestinian 
Liberation Organization, in any 
guise, participate in the peace nego- 
tiations. 

Other members went further and 
said they would only agree to nego- 
tiations with Palestinians over 
autonomy. 

More hawkish Likud members 
said that it is obvious that Mubarak is 
after the territories held by Israel, as 
well as improving his public image. 
MK Benny Shalita said that the Arab 


states are “slyly trying to make us 
think that we're nor negotiating with 
Arafat. But ail we'll yet from such 
negotiations is an Arafatish. Palesti- 
nian state, which will be recognized 
by the UN and which we won't be 
able to hit." 

Shalita said that even if Israel does 
sign some kind of agreement with 
Arafat, new. more radical leaders 
will appear and terror against Israel 
will continue. 

MK Dov Shilansky said that 
Mubarak was on the one hand trying 
to enjoy the fruits of the late Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat's labour, and on 
the other hand to sever Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza from Israel. 

“If the government makes one 
step to cut even one metre of Eretz 
Yisrael off. the Likud will not stay in 
the coalition for or.c minute." he 
said. 

Minister Moshe Arens and MK 
Eliyahu Ben-Elissar said that not 
enough details are known yet about 
Mubarak's move to respond. 

A dozen Alignment MKs yester- 
day asked their faction chairman, 
Rafi Edri. to schedule a full-fledged 
urgent discussion of Mubarak's 
peace initiative. 

Edri himself said yesterday that 


Mubarak's readiness "certainly con- 
forms to the principles of the Camp 
David accord which slates that 
Egypt. Israel. Jordan and repre- 
sentatives of the Arab community of 
Eretz Yisrael should join in negotia- 
tions fora solution to the problem of 
the Eretz Yisrael Arabs." 

According to Edri. the interest of 
two Arab leaders in re-starting the 
peace process - fust with hints from 
King Hussein of Jordan and now 
from President Mubarak - indicate a 
"renewed desire by them for a dia- 
logue with Israel. 

“We therefore hope thar Prime 
Minister Peres will respond positive- 
ly to these initiatives, so that a new 
era will be opened in our region." 
Edri declared. 

MK Yossi Sarid (Citizens Rights 
Movement) said Mubarak's move 
was an interesting, important and 
helpful initiative, and regretted that 
in past years, such initiatives come 
from the other side and not from us. 

"The prime minister will have to 
deride what he prefers - joining the 
initiative at the price of the coalition 
or rejecting it," he said. 

The Tehiya faction announced it is

Top Arafat aide denounces peace proposals

Jordan's King Hussein and PLO 
leader Yasser Arafat yesterday held 
their silence on Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak's recent peace in- 
itiative, which appears to contradict 
the Hussein-Arafar accord signed in 
Amman earlier this month. 

However one of Arafat's key 
lieutenants in the PLO, Salah Khalaf 
(Abu lyad), was quoted yesterday as 
strongly denouncing Mubarak's 
latest moves. 

Khalaf s attack was entirely pre- 
dictable, as he sees Mubarak's prop- 
osals plainly at variance with the 
Arafat-Hussein accord. Khalaf and 
another key Arafat aide. Farouk 
Kaddoumi, have taken strong issue 
with Jordan's public interpretation 
of that accord. 

Kaddoumi went so far eariierjhis 
week as proposing that the accord be 
scrapped if Jordan "insists on an 
interpretation of the accord in a 
manner different from ours." 

Arafat's spokesman in Tunis, 
Ahmed Abdel -Rahman, was quoted 
as saying yesterday that the PLO is 


awaiting a response from Jordan on 
whether it agreed to incorporate two 
basic amendments to the draft origi- 
nally agreed in Amman: the forma- 
tion of a unified Arab delegation to 
attend any peace conference, in- 
stead of a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian one as originally stated, 
and self-determination for the 
Palestinians immediately after the 
withdrawal of Israel from the West 
Bank and Gaza instead of within a 
Jordanian-Palestinian confedera- 
tion. 

It is difficult to see how Jordan can 
square an affirmative reply on these 
two points with a positive response 
to Mubarak's latest initiative, when 
even its own interpretation of the 
accord is at variance on several key 
points with what Mubarak is propos- 
ing. 

All this seems to strengthen the 
impression that Mubarak is deliber- 
ately embarking on a course that 
cannot possibly succeed. His express 
purpose is to pre-empt any demand, 
when he visits Washington next 
month, to link the massive aid hike 
he seeks to progress on the peace 
front. His latest move will enable 


him to demonstrate that he i-. not to 
blame for the failure of the peace 
moves. 

In Riyadh, meanwhile. Jordan's 
Foreign Minister Taher al-Masri w as 
quoted yesterday as affirming that 
the pact reached with the Palestine 
Liberation Organization on a 
Mideast joint peace drive would be 
pursued irrespective of "secondary 
reactions." 

The minister told the Saudi Ara- 
bian newspaper at-Sharq aZ-Awsor 
"We are moving ahead with the pact 
together no matter what the secon- 
dary reactions may be. Because it is 
an Arab and international must at 
this stage in which the Middle East 
problem is stalemated." 

The minister did not specify what 
he meant by secondary reactions. 
But the interview with the Saudi 
paper followed a stream of criticism 
directed against the accord whose 
text was released by Amman over 
the weekend. Syria. Syrian-backed 
Palestinian factions hostile to PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat, and mem- 
bers of Arafat's own inner circle 
have rejected the accord. 


Mubarak initiative carries few risks for Cairo 


Far from breaking any new 
ground. Egyptian President Mubar- 
ak is leaning heavily on the historical 
precedent set by the late Anwar 
Sadat in inviting Israel and a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation to 
peace talks in Cairo. 

Mubarak's suggestion is reminis- 
cent of the invitations handed out in 
late November 1977 to what became 
known as the Mena House peace 
talks. Then, Syria. Lebanon and the 
Soviet Union were invited, but de- 
clined to attend. The scope was 
larger in 1977. but the idea was 
essentially the same. 

Sadat wanted the Geneva peace 
conference to be presented with a 
fait accompli hammered out in 
Cairo. Mubarak also suggested using 
an international conference on the 
Middle East to ratify whatever 
agreement emerges from Cairo. 

Mubarak does not stand to lose 
much through his latest initiative. 
The years of work that Egypt has 
invested in repairing its connections 
with other Arab states would prob- 
ably not be hurt by the renewed 
application of an old idea. 

This is especially true after a lead- 
ing member of the Palestine Libera- 
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tion Organization announced th?t 
the PLO would not be a party to 
renewed talks in Cairo. This re- 
moves pressure from Jordan's King 
Hussein, whom Mubarak put under 
a certain obligation by announcing 
his plans for a joint Palestinian- 
Jordanian delegation to peace talks 
with Cairo. Jordan, which has been 
skating on rather thin ice with its 
publicipterpretation of the Hussein- 
Arafat agreement, cannot be ex- 
pected to jump on the Mubarak 
bandwagon once its declared part- 
ner. the PLO, has refused to take 
part in the process. 

Even in terms of rhetoric, Mubar- 
ak's move is nor dangerous. Those 
Arab countries which heap verbal 
abuse on Egypt can continue to do so 
without making any real change in 
the situation. And those countries, 
such as Jordan and Iraq, which need 


Egypt, are not very likely to take an 
aggressive line towards their new 
partner. In Israel, for that matter. 
Likud critics of his initiative will 
probably be reminded that it was 
their revered leader, Menachem Be- 
gin, who agreed to similar talks in 
1977. 

Mubarak would almost certainly 
like Egypt not to be the only Arab 
country which has signed a peace 
treaty with Israel. But even if his 
latest move does not really do any- 
thing towards advancing peace he 
has already accomplished a public- 
relations coup before his trip to the 
U.S.. where he will be asking for 
more aid. 

By returning to the Mena House 
format he has reached back in his- 
tory for a form of peace talks which 
pre-daw the Camp David agree- 
ments. Israel's qualified acceptance 
of the idea means that Egypt has 
taken a step in shrugging off what it 
regards as the entirely unproductive 
and cumbersome process outlined in 
Camp David. 

This can be presented as a di- 
plomatic victory to the Arab world 
and could also come in very handy if 
talks indeed are resumed in earnest.

Maintaining contact with an 
enemy agent is not a crime unless 
such contact endangers the security 
of the country. Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir told the Knesset 
House Committee yesterday. 

The committee was discussing 
proposals by several MKs for 
amending the' law to limit the par- 
liamentary immunity of MKs who 
meet with PLO representatives. 

Zamir also complained to the 
committee that he feels he is being 
drawn into political debates, and 
warned that this is “very danger- 
ous." since his duty “is solely to 
serve the law." However. Zamir 
said, if Justice Minister Moshe Nis- 
sim carries out his declared intention 
and amends the law. he (Zamir) will 
enforce it. 

Michael Eitan (Likud) said he 
disagreed with Zamir, and believes 
that expressing agreement with a 
terrorist organization constitutes a 
breach of existing law. 

Mattityahu Peled (Progressive 
List for Peace) claimed that to the 
best of his knowledge he and MK 
Mohammed Miari did not violate the 
law by conferring with PLO leaders, 
“in fact." Peled added, “our meet- 
ing with Yasser Arafat was a great 
political success. If a police inves- 
tigation uncovers a violation of the 
law on our part, we shall surrender 
our parliamentary immunity." 

Peled and Miari were part of a 
six-man PLP delegation that met 
with Arafat in Tunis on February 10. 


Zamir has asked police to investigate 
all six men regarding the possibility 
that they violated the law prohibiting 
contact with an enemy agent. 

Zamir announced yesterday that 
be would not press criminal charges 
against Israeli journalist Amnon 
Kapeliuk for visiting Jordan to coyer 
the Palestine National Council meet- 
ing in Amman last November. 

Emergency regulations bar Israeli 
citizens and residents from entering 
enemy states without the permission 
of the interior minister. Offenders 
face up to one year's imprisonment. 

A police inquiry found that Kape- 
liuk had travelled to Jordan via 
Europe without the necessary per- 
mit. However, it emerged that prior 
to his trip. Kapeliuk had contacted a 
senior person in the defence estab- 
lishment and informed him of his 
plan to visit Jordan. He had said that 
he planned to use his connections to 
obtain documents that would help 
the defence establishment's efforts 
to win the release of prisoners of war 
and to clarify the fate of soldiers who 
were missing in action. 

For this reason no action was 
taken to prevent Kapeliuk from 
going to Jordan. Kapeliuk, however, 
did not obtain any such documents. 

The police file was submitted to 
Zamir. In view of Kapeliuk's pre- 
vious connections with the security 
elements, and the circumstances of 
his visit, and following consultation 
with the defence establishment and 
the police, Zamir decided not to 
press charges.

Health Minister Mordechai Gur 
today is to file disciplinary charges 
against Dr. Bruno Segal, head of the 
transplant unit at the government 
Sheba Hospital in Tel Hashomer. for 
removing frozen kidneys from the 
hospital premises to prevent a trans- 
plant operation. 

A commission of inquiry 
appointed by Gur found that last 
November 29. Segal took the kid- 
neys in violation of hospital regula- 
tions and returned them only after 
about seven hours. Their removal 
delayed a transplant operation. 

The inquiry found that the inci- 
dent was part of a longstanding feud 
between Segal and Prof. Erwin 
Ya'acov. head of the surgical depart- 
ment at Sheba Hospital. Ya’acov 
had removed the kidnevs from an 


accident victim, and Segal took them 
to prevent him from transplanting 
them. Segal has complained that his 
colleague's transplant operations 
take work away from his depart- 
ment. Both doctors ate qualified to 
perform the transplants, the com- 
mission said. 

The health minister said yesterday 
that he sees the affair as “serious and 
shocking.” He has asked Ministry 
Director-General Dan Michaeli to 
issue directives defining the rights 
and obligations of tbe two depart- 
ments. 

Segal faces possible dismissal and 
the loss of his medical licence. He 
has 30 days to reply to Gur's com- 
plaint. If Gur is not satisfied with 
Segal's explanation, he is empo- 
wered to hand the case over to the 
police for further investigation. 


Court upholds seizure of W. Bank land 


A petition by several Ramallah 
residents against the expropriation 
of their land bordering on an army 
camp near their town'was rejected 
by the High Court of Justice yester- 
day. 

The application had been filed 
against the military commander of 
Judea and Samaria, who had issued 
the expropriation orders. 

The bench, consisting of Justices 
Aharon Barak. Dov Levin and Tova 
Strasberg-Cohen. accepted the 
army’s argument that the land - hills 
surrounding the army camp - 
needed to be expropriated for “ob- 


vious security reasons.” Control of 
' the land is necessary, the army hhti 
said, to prevent spying on the camp 
and shooting into the camp. 

The attorney for the petitioners 
bad argued that it was unclear why 
the military commander should de- 
cide to seize the hills around the 
camp "suddenly after 17 years." 

The attorney had argued that the 
army's reasons were illogical. 
According to the same logic the land 
around the military government 
headquarters in Ramallah should 
also be expropriated. But “no one 
dreams of doing so.” he said. (Itim) 


Lack of $200,000 delays 
dismissal of 400 at Ata

HAIFA. - A last-minute snag is 
delaying preparations for the dismis- 
sal of 400 Ata employees and thre- 
atening the firm's future, works 
committee chairman Pinhas Groob 
told The Jerusalem Posi last night. 

He said they were still short of 
about $200,000 to ensure adequate 
compensation payments and pen- 
sion rights for those to be dismissed. 

The committee is engaged in a 
race against time to raise the money 
so that the dismissals can be im- 
plemented. in accordance with the 
instructions of tbe Haifa District 
Court, before the court reconvenes 


tomorrow afternoon, he said. 

Groob stressed that the govern- 
ment's contribution of $1.2 million, 
together with other funds, is still not 
enough to guarantee that all those 
dismissed will receive compensation 
based on one month’s pay for every 
year worked. 

“The problem is that about 140 of 
those on the dismissal list are nearing 
retirement age. It costs a lot of 
money to ensure their pension rights 
and we need an additional $100^)0 
to $200,000,” he said. 

Histadrut Secretary- General Yis- 
rael Kessar had promised $100,000 
ta the workers, but so far this had not 
been forthcoming. Groob charged.

$ 30 m. tourist centre planned 
by Haifa Economic Corp.

HAIFA. - A $30 million project to 
turn the city's Bat Galim seafront 
into a tourist centre is being pre- 
pared by the Haifa Economic Cor- 
poration. The Jerusalem Post 
learned yesterday. 

The centre would include a mari- 
na. at least twice the size of that in 
Tel Aviv, hotels, restaurants, bars, 
shops and other facilities. 

The corporation, a subsidiary of 
the municipality, is preparing plans 
and conducting a feasibility study. 

Some preliminary work, including 
sending a ‘diver down to assess the 
likely affects of the construction on 
marine life and vegetation, has been 
carried out. 

Tbe marina would be capable of 


catering up to 750 yachts and smaller 
craft. The tourist complex would be 
built nearby on land reclaimed from 
the sea. 

Tbe site being considered is be- 
tween Bat Gaiizn and the Oceanog- 
raphic and Limnological Institute. It 
would be dose to the lower terminal 
of the French Carmel to Bat Galim 
cable railway, which is to begin oper- 
ating this autumn. 

Corporation director Han an Nit- 
zan said it would take up to three 
years to complete the plans for the 
marina and tourist project and have 
them approved by the various au- 
thorities. 

He was convinced, however, that 
once approval is given he would have 
no difficulty in finding investors. 


Abolish Religions Ministry, 
MK tells Knesset committee

Alignment MK Haim Ramon 
yesterday called for abolition of the 
Ministry of Religious Affairs, telling 
the Knesset State Control Commit- 
tee that the ministry is “nothing but 
an agency for distributing funds and 
building political power bases for 
certain people." 

Thus, he went on, “the ministry 
should be eliminated, with some 
public body taking over the task of 
disbursing finandai assistance to 
yeshivot.” 

The committee yesterday con-

-port on the way many yeshivot have 
been receiving so-called “direct” 
assistance in addition to their per- 
capita allowances from the ministry. 


The payments are made according 
to lists submitted to the Treasury by 
the religious parties. 

. Committee chairman David Libai 
said he “noted with pleasure” that 
all MKs from the religious parties at 
yesterday's meeting agreed that fu- 
ture direct allotments to yeshivot 
should be made according to firm 
criteria. 

Two Agudat Yisrael representa- 
tives at the meeting- Avraham Sha- 
pira and Menahem Porush - re- 
minded the committee that last 
year’s state budget included alloca- 
tions of almost IS6 billion for dozens 
.of educational and cultural organiza- 
tions unrelated to Tora, study; 
Among these is a special fond for 
aiding secondary schools in the Di- 
aspora. 


Arab students at Haifa U. 
refuse to appear at hearing

HAIFA. - Arab students refused to 
appear for a disciplinary hearing at 
the Haifa University yesterday and 
were judged in absentia. 

The bearing was convened to in- 
vestigate complaints against a num- 
ber of Arab students arising from a 
□ear-riot at the university last month 
during a speech by Tehiya MK 
Rafael Eitan. 

Fighting broke out between a 
number of Arab and Jewish students 
and police had to restore order to 
enable Eitan to continue his address. 

The hearing had been scheduled 
for earlier this month but was post- 
poned at the request of the Arab 
students including their union head 
Amir Makhoul. to give them time to 
organize witnesses. 

They cited the “political standing” 


of the disciplinary panel chairman, 
former university rector Prof. Ozer 
Shield, as the reason for their abs- 
ence yesterday. 

The university management said it 
views the boycott by the Arab stu- 
dents as a grave and deliberate viola- 
tion of the university's regulations. 

It is unprecedented in the uni- 
versity's history that students should 
deride on who would sit on the 
disciplinary panel, be said. 

Management said the appoint- 
ments to the disciplinary panel bad 
been made by the senate and were 
completely apolitical. In any case the 
charges against the Arab students 
did not relate to political activities 
but to disciplinary matters. 

The hearing went ahead despite 
the absence of the Arab students, 
and the findings will be made known 
within a few days. 


Shilansky predicts Kfar Shalem violence 


More violence can be expected in 
Tel Aviv’s Kfar Shalem neighbour- 
hood unless the municipality and 
other bodies take “immediate ex- 
traordinary measures to raise money 
for relocation of the residents and to 
compensate them for their proper- 
ty,” according to Knesset Interior 
Committee chairman, Dov Shflans- 
ky. 

Last year, there was nearly a riot 


in Kfar Shalem when police-escorted 
bulldozers came to the' community to 
raze illegally built shanty houses. 

Shilansky said yesterday that 
three large contractors were given 
135 dunams of land in the early 1960s 
on condition that they buDd alterna- 
tive housing for displaced Kfar 
Shalem's residents. But these firms 
have not built any of these housing 
units. 


TA land-use plan has room for 100,000 more residents

TEL AVIV. - An increase ot lei 
Aviv’s population by over 100.000 to 
over 450,000. is one of the primary 
goals of the Tel Aviv-Jaffa land-use 
plan which was presented to the 
press by city officials yesterday. 

Deputy Mayor Yitzhak Caspi. 
head of the city's engineering de- 
partment. said the last master plan 
approved for Tel Aviv was written in 


1927. when the goal was 50.000 resi- 
dents. Since then, 3.000 separate 
building programmes have been cre- 
ated for various parts of the city, but 
the purpose of the new plan is to 
provide a vision of what tbe city will 
be like in 20 years. 

Under the plan, businesses will be 
encouraged to concentrate in speci- 
fic areas of the city, such as near the 
central bus and the railroad stations, 
while other areas will be reserved for 


industry, residential housing and re- 
creation. Tens of thousands of new 
apartments will become available 
each year, Caspi added, which will 
help keep the apartment prices 
reasonable. “The fact that offices 
will no longer be competing with 
residents for the same apartment 
space will also make apartments in 
the dry more affordable." he said. 

The architect responsible for the 
land-use plan, Adam Mazor. stres- 


sed that the separation of residential 
and business areas will not be herme- 
tic. This will prevent business dis- 
tricts from being deserted and turn- 
ing into centres of crime after busi- 
ness hours, he explained. 

The plan will be brought before 
the city administration sometime in 
March, but Caspi said it may take 
more than a year for the plan to go 
through the necessary phases of rati- 
fication. 


Baha’is shocked by reports of arrest of co-religionists

HAIFA. - The world centre of the 
Baha'i religion here yesterday ex- 
pressed “surprise and shock" about 
an Associated Press report from 
Cairo published in yesterday's Jeru- 
salem Post . that 40 Baha'is have 
been arrested in Egypt on charges of 
“preaching their banned religion." 

Centre spokesman Donald Barrett 


told The Jerusalem Post that Baha'is 
in Egypt, as in every other country 
“are law-abiding citizens". The 
Baha'i faith has been banned in 
Egypt since 1960 and since then 
there have been no Baha'i commun- 
al activities. 

He was confident that the Egyp- 
tian Baha’is have not engaged in 
proslyetizing members of other reli- 


gion in Egypt. 

"We have not yet ascertained all 
the facts." Barrett said, “but if the 
report was right it was apparently the 
first overt action an Egyptian gov- 
ernment has taken against Baha'is 
since the religion was banned by the 
Nasser regime 25 years ago. 

Barrett also took exception to the 
Egyptians designating the Baha'is as 


a “sect,” noting that Baha'i is widely 
recognized as a religion. 

“We find it very strange that 
Baha'is should be arrested now for 
having their own literature in their 
own homes. We believe that every- 
, body should be allowed to have their 
prayer books and scriptures in their 
own homes, and this can not be the’ 
basis for a charge of prosyletizang,” 
Barrett said.

Shaare Zedek also carries out the 
tests free on the premises.

Rubinstein foresaw that unless 
something is done soon, Israelis will 
buy satellite “(fishes'* for mctaifetffftn 
on their roof and tune in to program- 
mes transmitted via the Arab satel- 
lite. 

The commercial and cable TV 
operations and the radio stations 
would be supervised by an “indepen- 
dent broadcasting authority” set up 
along the lines of tbe Independent 
Broadcasting Authority in Britain. It 
would grant TV franchises to private 
companies to broadcast with com- 
mercials. 

The authority's chairman and de- 
puty chairman would be appointed 
by the government on the recom- 
mendation of the communications 
minister. It would have a 17-member 
council, representing other minis- 
tries like Education and Industry 
and Commerce, and also the writers* 
and journalists' associations and in- 
stitutions like the Council for Higher 
Education. But each franchised 
company would operate like a busi- 
ness. with its own director. 

TV programmes would be aired in 
English and other foreign languages 
in addition to Hebrew and Arabic. 

Rubinstein asserted that Israel's 
newspapers should be the first advo- 
cates of the change', since they will be 
invited to form a consortium that will 
be able to bid for a franchise or to 
join an existing franchise owner. 

The head of the ministry team 
claimed that experience in other 
countries has shown that commercial 
TV increased advertising revenue to 
everyone's benefit. Rubinstein 
added that the bill gives Israel's press 
special consideration, while in con- 
trast European countries have ban- 
ned press participation in the broad- 
casting authority. 

Cable TV franchises, established 
on a regional basis, would- broadcast 
Israel TV shows, the second channel 
shows and other programmes. They 
would also be fitted with the two- 
way TV ability to allow viewers to 
communicate with computers in 
banks and information centres. 

-As for religious interests who have 
in the past opposed more competi- 
tion in the ether, Rubinstein said 
religious radio stations could be set 
up on a regional or national basis.

Haifa residents face increase 
of up to 900% in local taxes

HAIFA. - The city council yester- 
day approved rate increases of be- 
tween 600 and 900 per cent, despite 
protests from opposition parties aud 
from some members of the coalition. 

The four Likud councillors spoke 
against the rises, but voted with their 
coalition partners. Mayor Arye 
Gurel had earlier warned that coali- 
tion members voting against the 
proposals would find themselves on 
the sidelines. 

Only the Shinui Party, which has 
two seats on tbe council,' and Shlomo 
Levanoni, a member of Yael Rom's 
Haifa on the Right Road list, 
opposed the increases. The vote was 
19 in favour and three against. 

Gurel stressed that the rises are 
needed to offset the municipality’s 
debt. He said the deficit is mainly die 
result of government ministries fail- 
ing to supply the municipality's fi- 
nances on time. 

This situation is unlikely to im- 


prove in the new fiscal year and 
therefore the city had to increase the 
rates to maintain services, he said. 

Rates on domestic and industrial 
premises will go up by 600 per cent, 
on commercial businesses by 700 per 
cent and on banks and insurance 
premises by 900 per cent. Assess- 
ments this time will be based on the 
size of premises in square metres 
instead of tbe previous system which 
went by the number of rooms. 

There will be reductions for those 
who pay the full year in advance, as 
well as for pensioners, those receiv- 
ing national insurance benefits, large 
families, new immigrants and young 
couples. 

The Haifa Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry attacked the rises, 
saying they would place an added 
burden on business people who are 
already suffering from the effects of 
the economic situation. Chamber 
president Arye Mehoulal warned 
that the large rises could put some 
merchants out of business.

HE IS TALL and thin, with a low- 
pitched voice and hunched shoul- 
ders, as if he carried the sorrows of 
the world on his back. 

Dan Shapira marks bis 24th birth- 
day this week but he behaves in such 
a sobre manner that he seems to be 
at least a decade older. Dan - a 
member of the new generation of 
Soviet Jewish aliya activists - faces a . 
possible three years imprisonment, 
having been arrested a few weeks 
ago for “anti-Soviet propaganda.” 
Two Israelis who met Shapira last 
summer returned from the USSR 
with the unforgettable memory of 
the young Jew etched in their minds, 
determined to help him in his strug- 
gle to settle in Israel. 

Has&ia Bosschwitz, a biochemist 
at the Hebrew University in Jeru- 
salem, met Shapira, the only son of a 
Communist, during a trip to Moscow 
as one of 90 Israeli scientists attend- 
ing a professional conference. 

Etka Liebowitz, a librarian living 
at .Kibbutz Ma’ale Gilboa, was in 
Russia on an American .passport. 
She taped a five-minute message 
from Shapira, delivered in flawless 
Hebrew and an incredible, self- 
taught Israeli accent that falters only 
when he hesitates between words. 

“We want to be reunited with our 
people, our land, our state,” he says. 
“Because some of us don’t have 
families in Israel." He adds, with a 
somewhat bitter note: “We are very 
worried, we sometimes get the feel- 
ing that Israel doesn't want us. 
We’re not sure that Israel is so 
interested in aliya.” 

But Shapira is determined never- 
theless to come to his homeland. 

“The time has come to demand a 
mass return to the homeland, rather 
than piecemeal aliya by individuals 
being reunited with their families,” 
Shapira says, ending simply with the 
word "Shalom.” 


THE BIOCHEMIST says that she 
had not been active in the Soviet 
Jewry movement ‘ before going* to 
Russia; but she did have sympathy 
for it. While preparing her paper for 
delivery at the conference, former 
Russian immigrants who heard ab- 
out her plans came to send regards to 
relatives still in the USSR. After 
meeting with many refuseniks in 
Moscow and elsewhere, Bosschwitz 
couldn't- return home apathetic. 
"They’re our brothers. It’s hard to 
watch them suffer," she says. 

Both Bosschwitz and Etkin, who 
is vice president of the Association 
for the Dissemination of the Hebrew 
Language in the USSR and a mem- 
ber of the executive board of the 
Soviet Jewry Education and In- 
formation Centre (both based in 
Jerusalem), were very impressed by 
Shapira. 

Despite his age. he has a broad 
awareness of the world and speaks 
seven languages, including Arabic 
and Aramaic. His specialty is in 
German language, and he was 
accepted as a member of the Israel 
Association for Applied Linguistics. 

Coming from a secular, atheistic 
family, he is now traditional, but not 
religious. 

His interest in Judaism and Zion- 
ism seems to have been sparked by 
experience with anti-Semitism. He 
noticed some graffiti on tbe wall of a 
lavatory in the German Language 
Academy where he studied: “As 
long as a single zhid remains in 
Russia, he most suffer from geno- 
cide.” As soon as Shapira applied for 
an exit visa to Israel, he dropped out 
of his studies. 

During their meeting in Moscow, 
Shapira asked Bosschwitz for a copy 
of James Joyce’s Ulysses in Hebrew. 
“It’s such a difficult book and Dan 
wanted to read it in Hebrew!” Boss- 
chvate recalls in admiration. “But it 
hasn't yet been published in Heb- 
rew,” she adds. 


HE ALSO requested a copy of Israel 
' Without Zionism by Uri Avneri, ex- 
plaining that Pravda quotes from the 
left-wing author’s book and he 
wanted to read the original. A third 
book Shapira wanted was a "diction- 
ary in rhyme,” something that his 
guest has never heard of and believes 
may have been written during the 
Middle Ages by Rabbi Sa'adia 
Gaon. 

When Etka spoke to Dan by 
phone a few days before his arrest, 
bis last request was to receive a 
certificate testifying to the fact that 
he is an Israeli citizen by the Law of 
Return. 

Shapira is one of the young gen- 
eration of Jews in Russia who grew 
up after the terror of the Stalin era 
and who is young enough to risk his 
future for the right to live in Israel. 

During the biochemists’ visit, for- 
mer Israeli president Prof. Ephraim 
Katzir, an internationally eminent 
scientist, was called in for question- 
ing by the Soviet authorities. He had 
told them earlier that be planned to 
visit with Jewish activists, and was 
arrested on his way to his first visit. 
Bosschwitz says the KGB knew ex- 
actly who Prof. Katzir was and 
arrested him to scare Russian Jews. 

The Israeli delegates to the 6,000- 
participant conference travelled 
everywhere with badges in Russian 
and Latin letters declaring they were 
from Israel. Most people were afraid 
to talk to them. All attended synago- 
gue services in Moscow on Shabbat. 

Bosschwitz says sbe turned down 
an opportunity of a lifetime - the 
chance to attend a free performance 
organized for the delegates of the 
Bolshoi Ballet. She went to see re- 
fuseniks instead, and she says she 
doesn't regret it.

Fashion exports looking good, say officials

Textile and fashion exports rose by $30 million last year, 
Yohanan Levy, director of the Textile and Light Industry 
Division of the Ministry of Industry and Trade said 
yesterday. • 

Speaking at the opening of the annual autumn-winter 
Israel Fashion Week in Tel Aviv, Levy announced a 9 per 
cent increase in textile and fashion exports, which 
reached $370m. last year compared to 5340m. in 1983. 

In fashion goods, the 1984 export figure came to 
$260m. against 5248m. the previous year. 

Sales to the U.S., which almost doubled last year, 
reflect a growing trend in the light of the upcoming 
free-trade zone agreement between Israel and America, 
added Levy’s deputy Hannah Weiss. Fashion exports to 
the U.S. almost doubled last year, she said, of total 
exports in 1984. 

Britain continued to be Israel's best fashion customer, 
taking 35 per cent of exports, followed by Germany with 
25 per cent. 


The strength of the dollar in relation to European 
currencies makes the U.S. market vital. Levy said. But 
he cautioned against repeating the mistake of six years 
ago, when Israel turned away from the American market 
to pursue the then more attractive markets of Europe. At 
that time, 40 per cent of Israel's fashion exports went to 
the U.S. 

By noon yesterday, 110 foreign buyers had registered 
at the Fashion Week offices. Miri Bedtenstein, director 
of the Fashion Centre at the Israel Export Institute (IEI) 
reported that several buyers arrived on Sunday and 
placed orders before the start of Fashion Week. Their 
interest in sportswear and knitwear was most encourag- 
ing, she said. 

EEI Fashion Centre chairman Moshe Golus stressed 
that more government support is needed for the textile 
and fashion industry to realize its full export potential. 

He asserted that this is one of the few branches of 
industry which can increase its exports quickly and 
dramatically with minimum investment - "but we can do 
so only if the government gives us the right backing and 
incentive." 


Accident witnesses told, 
‘don’t move the victims’

TEL AVI V. - The Road Safety 
Authority is launching a campaign to 
teach the public that it is usually 
better to wait for professional aid 
than to let bystanders take accident 
victims to hospital. 

“In Israel. 80 per cent of seriously 
injured road-accident victims are 
transported to hospital by untrained 
people, and only 20 per cent by 
ambulance," authority director 
Moshe Amirav said yesterday. This, 
he went on. aggravates injuries and 
can even cause death. 

Dr. Ya’acov Adler, emergency 
affairs adviser to the administration ’. 
said that tbe three types of accident 
victims who can be most harmed by 
improper transport to hospital are 
those with head injuries, spinal col- 
umn injuries, and profuse bleeding 
from a limb. 

Until last year, the taw required 
witnesses to accidents to transport 
the injured to a medical facility. 
Under pressure from tbe Road Safe- 
ty Authority, the law was changed 
and now witnesses to accidents 


should transport a victim only as a 
last resort. 

In most circumstances passers-by 
should administer first-aid to the 
best of their knowledge, summon 
professional help, and wait with the 
victim. 

Through . a series of television 
announcements and other prom- 
otional means, rhe Road Safety Au- 
thority together with Magen David 
Adorn will attempt to teach the pub- 
lic what to do - and what not to do - 
at the scene of a road accident. The 
campaign is to start on March 1 and 
continue until mid- April. 

Also at the press conference. Dr. 
Ya'acov Adler, director of Jeru- 
salem’s Sha'are Zedck Hospital 
emergency department, declared 
that drunken driving has reached 
proportions which deserve the atten- 
tion of the authorities. Too often, he 
said, the problem is thought not to 
exist. 

During the campaign, a first-aid 
kit for private car owners will be sold 
at the cost price of IS7.500. at all 
branches of Magen David Adorn and 
at the Co-op Supermarket chain. 


10,000 Ethiopian immigrants 
to settle in own apartments

HAIFA. - The nearly 10.000 Ethio- 
pian immigrants now housed in 22 
absorption centres and hotels in the 
north, from Hadera to Kiryat Shmo- 
na, are soon to be settled in their 
own apartments. 

The director of the Absorption 
Ministry's northern office, Shlomo 
Manzur, said yesterday that the 
ministry is purchasing flats in Afula. 
the Haifa suburbs, Hadera. Carmiel, 
Upper Nazareth and Migdal 
Ha’emek. 

They will be fitted with basic fur- 
nishings. including refrigerators, gas 
cooking-stoves, heating stoves and 
cupboards. The children will be 
placed in local schools and will be 
issued the required clothing and 
school books. The adults are to re- 
ceive vocational training. 

Manzur. who was speaking at a 
meeting devoted to the cultural and 
social absorption of the newcomers 
held here yesterday, noted that 70 per 
cent of the Ethiopian immigrants are 
living in the north. 

It has been estimated that their 
complete absorption and settlement 
would cost 5100.000 per person, 
“and the funds axe available," he 
said. 

He did not foresee any serious 


problems, but stressed the need for 
the reunification of family members 
with the relatives who have not yet 
come here. 

An exhibition of native hand- 
icrafts. prepared by the immigrants, 
was opened at the meeting, which 
was held under the auspices of the 
Absorption Ministry, the. town hall 
and the Zionist council. Representa- 
tives of the newcomers recounted 
their long way to Israel and de- 
scribed their customs and traditions 
"in the old country." 

Liora Monel adds: 

Next Tuesday, the Negev town of 
Yeroham is to host 60 Ethiopian 
immigrants from the Arad absorp- 
tion centre for the day. “We now 
wish to absorb Ethiopians here in 
Yeroham." the town spokesman 
said. 

In the past. Mayor Baruch Elma- 
kias refused to accept Ethiopian im- 
migrants because, he said, the town 
is poor, suffers greatly from unem- 
ployment and has no means to inte- 
grate a group with special absorption 
problems. 

"But now the town council, the 
Jewish Agency, the Absorption 
Ministry and Project Renewal are 
preparing a detailed programme for 
rhe proper absorption of Ethiopians 
in Yeroham,” said the spokesman. 


Judge sore over pins prank in court

TIBERIAS. - Magistrates Court Judge Oded Gershon sat down to hear a 
case yesterday - and jumped right off his seat to order an investigation into 
who put pins and thumb tacks on his seat. 

He was sitting in the case of seven Ultra-Orthodox men suspected of 
disturbing the peace in rallies protesting the construction of the Ganei Hamat 
Hotel in Tiberias. Fourteen Ultra-Orthodox men, most of them from Bnei 
Brak and Jerusalem, were in the courtroom at the time. All are to be 
questioned. 

Also yesterday, the judge found posters outside his home in Afula 
condemning him for “taking upon himself the right to sit in judgement of 
rabbis for their firm stand protecting the burial sites of our ancestors at Ganei 
Hamat.” 

Controversy over the construction at the site has been raging for months, 
with the claims that a wing of the hotel is being built over Jewish graves. Ultra 
Orthodox groups recently imposed a ban on Bank Leumi. which along with 
the Africa-Israel Investment Co. is financing the construction of the hotel . 

Galilee District policemen yesterday opened an investigation into the pins 
and thumb tacks affair, which they said they considered a serious offence. 



Beach pollution 

TEL AVIV'S Hilton Hotel has been 
fined IS71O.000 for polluting a beach 
with oil in August. The Tel Aviv 
Magistrates Court also ordered the 
hotel to pay the municipality the 
lS650.00fl it spent to clean up the 
beach. The fine will be given to the 
Ministry of Interior's ami-pollution 
fund, it was announced yesterday. 

Contaminated ice cream 

A FINE of IS60.000 was imposed 
yesterday on the Strauss dairy com- 
pany by ihe Petah Tifcva Magistrates 
Court for producing ice cream unfit 
for consumption. The company 
admitted the charges that samples of 
its ice cream sold" in various super- 
markets in Petah Tikva were con- 
taminated with bacteria. Contamin- 
ated ice cream was also found in the 
company's warehouse in Net any a. 

Strike postponed 

TODAY’S SCHEDULED stnke of 
Arab local authorities has been post- 
poned. because the funds due from 
the Interior Ministry are to reach 
them by tomorrow. The postpone- 
ment decision was taken yesterday 
after a meeting between Ynssi 
Ginut. an assistant to Minister with- 
out Portfolio Ezct Weizman. and 
Ibrahim Nimr Hussein, chairman of 
the comittee of heads of Arab local 
authorities. 

According to committee mem- 
bers. a total of IS1.7 billion was 
promised when the committee met 
recently with Prime Minister Peres.

Na’amat threatens 

N A’ AM AT MAY have to close its 
day-care centres within a few days if 
IS200 million, which the Ministry of 
Labour and Social Affairs was to 
have transferred by Monday, are not 
made available immediately. Masha 
Lubelsky. secretary-general of 
Na'amat. said in Tel Aviv yesterday 
that Na'amat will not be able to pay 
the day-care workers' salaries, and 
cover expenses incurred in operating 
the centres, without government 
help. 

The ministry says that its budget 
for daycare has been used up and 
that the Finance Ministry refuses to 
provide additional funds. In a letter 
to Labour and Social AfaiiS Minister 
Moshe Katzav yesterday.

U.S.-Poland row over 
expulsion of diplomat 


WARSAW (Reuier). - A furious 
row has developed between Poland 
?nd the U.S. as Warsaw’ expelled a 
U.S. diplomat accused of spying and 
Washington responded with a tit- 
for-tat expulsion of a Polish envoy. 

Polish government spokesman 
Jerzy Urban said Monday that U.S. 
military attache Colonel Frederick 
Myer has been ordered to leave 
Poland within 48 hours after he and 
his wife were caught photographing 
army installations Iasi Thursday. 

Washington, charging that the 
treatment of Myers wife had been 
“particularly outrageous.*’ later said 
it had ordered Polish military 
attache Colonel Zygmum Szymw- 
nski to leave the U.S. in response to 
the expulsion. 

It also said it was postponing U.S.- 
Polish talks on a science and technol- 
ogy agreement due to have begun 
this week and was putting off the 
return from Washington of the U.S. 
charge d'affaires to Warsaw . 

Urban, speaking to western cor- 
respondents. denied U.S. allega- 
tions that Myer’s wife was forced to 
strip and perform indecent exercises 
while in custody. 

•‘It is appalling that such things 
can be said bv the authorities of a 
country whose diplomats take their 
wives along on spying missions. She 
u-as used ns a cmer. knowing that in 


Poland, worhen are treated with spe- 
cial reverence," Urban said. 

He counter-charged that the U.S. 
engineered the spy incident as a 
pretext to call off the science and 
technology talks. 

Myer. who took up his assignment 
last year, is the first U.S. diplomat to 
be forced out of Poland since 1982. 

The government said the Myers 
did not try to hide their photographic 
mission and destroyed six rolls of 
film in their car when rhev were 
stopped by police. 

Urban showed correspondents a 
single, blurred frame which the au- 
thorities said they salvaged and 
which pictured military aerials brist- 
ling in a field in a restricted zone 
north of Warsaw. 

Urban said a policewomen sear- 
ched the clothes of Mrs. Myer in 
private room “but she was not un- 
dressed.. .if we had known who she 
was, she would not have been sear- 
ched.” 

Urban said Mrs. Myer was treated 
in the same way as any other woman 
who was detained and that police 
would not have held the couple if 
they had not refused to disclose their 
identity and diplomatic status when 
stopped. 

Urban said the retaliatory' expul- 
sion of Szymanski was an unjustified 
act of revenge . 


SoSidadty drops strike call 
as price rises postponed 


WARSAW (R cuter j. - Solidarity 
Chairman Lech Walesa said yester- 
day the banned free trade union had 
suspended its call for a 15-minute 
general strike following the govern- 
ment’s decision to reconsider food- 
price rises. 

The Communist authorities, on 
Monday, dropped plans for unpopu- 
lar across- the -board price rises in 
March which would have raised the 
cost of living by up to 4.2 per cent. 

They said they would announce 
new increases which would be stag- 
gered to lessen their impact on the 
public. 

Walesa and Solidarity’s under- 
ground leadership had urged work- 
ers to strike nationally for 15 minutes 
tomorrow in protest against more 
costly food. 


The authorities said they backed 
down on their original plans because 
the rises were rejected by the offi- 
cially recognized trade unions which 
represent five million workers. 

They made no mention of Solidar- 
ity. but a government spokesman 
warned yesterday that the author- 
ities would deal harshly with workers 
who obeyed the strike call. 

He told a press conference that 
industrial managers had been in- 
structed to “apply strict sanctions" 
against strikers including instant dis- 
missal. 

He said a 16-minute stoppage 
would cost Poland at least S10 mil- 
lion and would inflict additional 
damage on the economy which has 
already been badly slowed by the 
severe winter.

WASHINGTON ( AP). - The U.S. such a short period of time that U.S.

‘Battle for my life’ starts 
in Norwegian espionage trial 


OSLO (Reuter). - Former Norwe- 
gian junior minister Arne Treholt 
yesterday began what he* described 
as the “battle for my life," defending 
himself against charges that he spied 
for the Soviet Union. 

Treholt. 42. giving evidence on 
the second day of hislrial. told Oslo 
Central Court that he would attempt 
to demolish the state prosecutor’s 
claims that he was a spy by showing 
that information he had access to 
was publicly available. 

Treholt. a senior diplomat work- 
ing with the Norwegian delegation to 
the UN and in Norway's Trade 
Ministry before attending the top- 
secret Norwegian Defence College, 
faces 20 years in jail if convicted. 

He was presented with a list of 
detailed spying charges Monday and 
pleaded not guilty to them all. ' 

The prosecution said he had con- 
fessed that spying was forced on him 
after he took part in an orgy in a 
Moscow apartment in 1975 during an 
official trade visit. A KGB agent in 


Oslo blackmailed him with photo- 
graphs of the orgy, he said. 

But Treholt said yesterday that he 
had been in a state of shock in the 
months after his arrest in January 
1984. and that he had recanted his 
confession to the police, which was 
made under strong pressure. 

Treholt. accused of revealing 
Nato nuclear strategy and other 
military information to the Soviet 
Union and an Iraqi secret agent, said 
much of the material found in his 
home and alleged to be secret was 
openly available. 

Some 80 documents marked "con- 
fidential" had been published in the 
British weekly. The Economist, and 
Treholt had written 1S2 of the docu- 
ments himself, he said. Only 13 of 
the documents were marked “sec- 
ret." he told the court. 

Police allege that Treholt had ab- 
out 120 meetings with KGB agents 
from the end of 1969 until 1984 and 
that he has a considerable sum in a 
Swiss bank account. 


Zimbabwe opposition says 
ruling party murdered five 


HARARE (Reuter). - Zimbabwe 
Opposition Leader Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa yesterday charged that 
followers of Prime Minister Robert 
Mugabe's ruling Zanu-PF Party 
murdered five of his party's officials 
last weekend. 

In the worst incident of violence so 
far in the campaign for the June 
general elections, the three women 
and two men were dragged off a train 
one by one in the northwestern town 
of Hvvange on Sunday evening and 
shot at close range - . 

‘The local police at Hvvange have 
confirmed that the assassins were 
positively identified as Zanu-PF sup- 
porters." Muzorewa. leader of the 
minority United African National 
Council (UANC) Party, told a press 
conference. 

A man who said he witnessed the 
incident told reporters that the kill- 
ings were carried out by eight men. 
four of them armed with three pistols 
and a rifle, who had chanted Zanu- 
PF slogans before boarding the 
train. 

Joshua Nkomo. leader of the main 
opposition Zapu Party, arrived at 


Muzorewa's house to express his 
condolences as the press conference 
was in progress. 

Muzorewa, prime minister in the 
short-lived bi-racial government in 
1979 and head of the" country's Un- 
ited Methodist Church, said the 
UANC had received information 
that the eight were issued with the 
weapons and licences for them by 
the Zanu-PF office in Bulawayo, and 
were to be paid $200 to be divided 
among them, for going to Hwange to 
disrupt the UANC rally. 


N. Zealand, Australia

WELLINGTON (Reuter). - New 
Zealand and Australia are to hold a 
joint military exercise in April, the 
second this year without the U.S., 
their major ally in the troubled 
Anzus pact.

Zia dissolves cabine 


after election setbac 


ISLAMABAD. - Military ruler 
Gen. Mohammed Z’a ul-Haq dis- 
solved his cabinet yesterday after 
five of his ministers were defeated in 
Pakistan's ' first elections in eight 
years. 

Although tallies were incomplete, 
some of the results were seen as 
setbacks for Zia’s military regime. 
The general, who had hundreds of 
opposition leaders arrested before 
Monday’s vote, had said the election 
for the 217-seat National Assembly 
would be the first step to end martial 
law and return to democratic gov- 
ernment. 
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Zia's power - he makes all the 
important decisions - is not at stake, 
and the assembly's power is un- 
known. Zia has said he will amend 
the constitution to define the assem- 
bly's authority, but has not said what 
changes he will make. 

Pakistani opposition leaders cal- 
led the election a farce because Zia 
banned much political activity in the 
days leading up to the balloting. 
Officials of Zia's regime said 369 
people were arrested, but the 


opposition claimed the figi 
ceeded 2.000.

In the biggest upset. Defet 
Minister Alhaj Mir Ali Ahmed KhJ

Marcos: TU reinstate Ver

MANILA. - President Ferdinand 
Marcos disclosed yesterday a 'formal 
agreement" to reinstate armed 
forces chief Gen. Fabian Ver if he is 
acquitted in the Benigno Aquino 
assassination. 

In his first news conference in 
eight months. Marcos also acknow- 
ledged for the first time that late last 
year he suffered an attack of asthma 
so serious that he was put in an 
oxygen tent “because I was barely 
breathing.” 

He said the agreement on Ver was 
reached at a meeting in his office 
among the nation's top military 
officers, including Ver and his tem- 
porary replacement. Maj. Gen. 
Fidel Ramos. 

“There is a formal agreement 
among the senior officers of the 
armed forces that if Gen. Ver is 
acquitted he will be returned io his 
position." Marcos said. 

Told of Marcos’s announcement 
at 3 break in the trial where he and 
other military men and one civilian 


face double murder charges. Ver. 
65, said. ‘I knew that from the begin- 


ning 

The trial in the August 21. 1983 
murder of Aquino and Rolando Gal- 
roan, previously alleged to be 
Aquino's assassin, is in its third day 
and is expected to last several 
months. Ver. charged as an acces- 
sory. went on leave when the charges 
were made last October. The possi- 
ble penalty for him is 40 years in 
prison. 

Marcos also stated he was in good 
health and brushed aside suggestions 
that Communist insurgency was 
worsening. 

He ruled out presidential elections 
ahead of schedule in 1987 and said 
his wife Imelda would not be a 
candidate in the elections. 

Meanwhile, about 6,000 protes- 
ters demanding an end to Marcos's 
arrest powers marched to the pres- 
idential palace yesterday, but were 
blocked by riot police, rows of 
barbed wire and fire trucks.

‘Hundreds of civilians’ killed in Afghanistan 


NEW DELHI (AP). - Soviet tTOOps 
in Afghanistan killed hundreds of 
civilians this month while losing four 
helicopters and an armoured person- 
nel carrier, western diplomatic 
sources reported yesterday. 

At the same time, the Soviet- 
backed Afghan army has begun 
drafting young men from prison to 
fill its shrinking ranks, said the 
sources, who briefed reporters on 
condition they not be identified. 

According to one unconfirmed re- 
port, 480 civilians were massacred 
earlier this month at Chahardara 
town in the northern province of 
Kunduz, which borders the Soviet 
Union. 

The killings mav have been in 


retaliation for land-mine attacks on 
high-ranking Soviet soldiers by the 
anti-Marxist Mujahedeen guerrillas, 
one diplomatic report said. 

Another report said “several hun- 
dred' ’ civilians were killed in Cha- 
hardara on February 2 or 3. 

The diplomats quoted “one good 
Afghan source" as reporting that 
Several hundred civilians were also 
killed by bombs and artillery fire 
during a Soviet sweep over the past 
10 days in Pagman, a popular sum- 
mer resort just west of the capital. 
Kabul. 

The Soviet troops looted homes of 
food and valuables while looking for 
conscripts, the report said. 

In Islamabad yesterday, western 


diplomats reported that a Soviet 
armoured personnel carrier guard- 
ing Radio Afghanistan caught fire 
Saturday while the soldiers were 
lighting a small blaze to heat tea. 

Four to six Soviet soldiers were 
reported killed when the ammuni- 
tion, including more than 20 cannon 
shells and thousands of machine-gun 
shells, exploded for 30 minures, 
causing panic in the capital. Flying 
shrapnel shattered windows and 
even hit the U.S. Embassy several 
hundred metres away, the reports 
said. 

The Afghan media said the blast 
was set off by an electrical short 
circuit and claimed there were no 
casualties. 


Nato set for World War 3’ to begin this week 


BRUSSELS (Reuter). - Thousands 
of government officials and military 
commanders in 14 Nato nations went 
onto a war footing yesterday as the 
Atlantic Alliance began a major 
biannual paper exercise to test how 
they would handle crisis and war. 

For the next 16 days they will 
rehearse command and consultation 
procedures, use their emergency 
headquarters, check secure 'com- 
munications and test civil-defence 
plans. 

Under (he fictional scenario. 
World War III will break out in 


Europe by the weekend and senior 
officials standing in for Nato leaders 
will have to consult on whether to 
use nuclear arms in a bid to stop a 
Warsaw Pact advance, officials said. 


No troops are actually moved in 
the command-post exercise, called 
Wintex-Cimexa. a Nato spokesman 
said, but governments and armed 
forces chiefs go through the motions 
of Jedding on mobilization and rein- 
forcement as the imaginary crisis 
unfolds. 


Nato governments treat the exer- 
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rise with varying degrees of serious- 
ness. 

The most senior official involved 
in the exercise comes from West 
Germany. He is a Chancellery 
Secretary of State who will practise 
running West Germany as a surro- 
gate chancellor from an under- 
ground concrete bunker in the Etfel 
Hills outside Bonn. 

The emergency administration 
will involve civilian officials down to 
the level of village mayors. West 
German Defence Ministry officials 
said. 

Nato's Supreme Allied Comman- 
der in Europe Gen. Bernard Ro- 
gers. complained privately last year 
that several countries, including the 
U.S.. did not take part at a suffi- 
ciently senior level to make such 
exercises meaningful. 

Maverick ally 'Greece is boycot-. 
ting Wintex-Cimex in protest at what 
it sees as Nato bias towards Turkey. 
France does not participate in the 
alliance's integrated military com- 
mand and Spain is taking pan as an 
observer, the Nato spokesman said. 

On paper the supreme allied com- 
mander visits front line troops as 
tension mounts and takes to his 
command plane when war breaks 
. out. officials said. 

Nato officials insist that the sce- 
nario. developed over two years, has 
no political significance and that 
nuclear consultation procedures are 
being tested artificially early in the 
crisis for the sake of convenience.

A government spokesman said 
Kyprianou's scheduled departure 
for London today was postponed 
indefinitely “at our request because 
the president wants to remain in 
Cyprus and study the internal situa- 
tion." 

Kypnanou is confronted with the 
worst crisis of his 25-year political 
career following a parliamentary 
vote last Friday censuring him for his 
handling of talks with the Turkish 

Cypriot side on the divided island's 
future.

Helping hand for 
Sephardi youth

Kippur War, however, changed her 
mind. “.After that shock.

She became acquainted with some 
wealthy Sephardi Jews in N ew Y ork 
and together they founded ISEF, the 
International Sephardi Education 
Foundation, which has provided 
-over $2.5 million .in. scholarships 
since 1977 . to an average of 400 
'students a year. ISEF, however, is 
more than a scholarship fond. Stu- 
dents who receive hefp_ from JSEF 
must also help others.' They tutor 
inmates of jails, children in poor 
neighbourhoods or fellow students- 


at the university who nfeed help with 
their studies. They also live in poor 
neighbourhoods ; showing the resi- 
dents how to keep their surround- 
ings clean and how to improve then- 
way of life. 

“We want our students to be role 
models, to show younger children 
that Sephardim, too, can go to uni- 
versity and succeed,” she says. To- 
day, there are already graduates and 
professionals among the students 
who have received ISEFs help. She 
points to them with pride, but she 
sti.il expects them to help others 
follow in their footsteps.

Ethnic rift widens 
over endorsement

All signs pointed to a Badillo 
selection by the coalition when, only 
three days before the group was to 
announce its decision.

ALTHOUGH BADILLO bad said 
earlier he would support the coali- 
tion nominee, he has since stated 
that he is unable to support Farrell. 

Badillo, a former congressman 
and Bronx borough president, noted 
that Fan-eU had never graduated 
from college. Farrell’s candidacy, he 
said, “is based only on black 
nationalism.” 

Koch had no comment on Farrell's 
candidacy. But supporters of the 
mayor expressed delight at the wide- 
ning split in black-Hispanic ranks. 


WHY. THEN, did Herat agree to 
give the Liberals such a sweet deal, 
which even includes maintaining the 
high level of Libera] representation 
on the Knesset slate of candidates, a 
level that Herat decried so bitterly 
on the eve of last year's elections? 

Herat has offered to maintain the 
slants quo - 16 Liberals out of the 
first 48 Likud candidates - while the 
Liberals are demanding an increase 
to 18 out of the first 4S.

The deal is not universally ap- 
plauded in Herut. but those’ who 
support it say the offei was made to 
the Liberals precisely because Herut 
is dealing with an aggregation of 
individual politicians who engage in 
squabbling only for private, vested 
interests. Their contribution to the 
united Likud, it is admitted in Herat, 
consists solely of financial and real- 
estate assets - no ideology, consti- 
tuency or bloc of voters. 

The Liberals, nevertheless, have a 
large enough Knesset contingent to 
theoretically threaten Herut with de- 
fection and some sort of a coalition 
with Labour. In order to pre-empt 
this potential threat, the thinking in 
Herut is that the political future of at 
least some of the Liberals should be 
secured for the next decade. And by 
then, there will be no Liberal Party 
as such. 

Herat and the Liberals have been 
locked in an embrace since 1965, but 
all of Herat’s attempts to arrange a 
shotgun wedding have been to~ no 
avail. Now. it is said, Herat is bribing 
the Liberals 10 agree to step under 
the huppa. 

For the first few vears of married 


students achieve their bachelor's de- 
grees. today the foundation is in- 
terested in helping as many master's 
and Ph.D students as possible, and is 
also encouraging Sephardi students 
in the direction of science and tech- 
nology.

BUT IF Herat's chief aim is to keep 
the Liberals from bolting the Likud 
and taking away 4 Knesset seats won 
by Herat, what motivates the Liber- 
als to go along with the deal? 

Primarily, the Liberals are said to 
be reaching the conclusion that they 
have no choice. Moda'i's short 
romance with Labour Premier Shi- 
mon Peres is over.

And with Liberal mavericks such 
as Menachem Savidor. Yitzhak Ber- 
man and Dror Zeigerman out of the 
Knesset, there is little likelihood of a 
breakaway Liberal Knesset faction 
emerging. Ezer Weizman's poor 
showing in the last Knesset elections 
seems to have put paid to talk of a 
new centrist party, and Liberal mal- 
contents do not seem to have a bright 
future in Shinui either. 

In the long run, there is nowhere for 
the Liberals to go but to the altar 
with Herut. although they might yet 
attempt to put off the wedding date 
once again. 

But, sooner or later, the Liberals 
will have no alternative. Herut 
has offered them a honey of a deal: it 
is also an offer they cannot refuse. 

needs to hold a job and is doing our 
w’ork instead of paid employment.” 

ISEF students have been working 
primarily with fellow Sephardim' 
since most of those in need come 
from that ethnic croup.

ISEF is helping students at all six 
Israeli universities, including the 
Technion, she says, and all the 
foundation's work - from choice of 
scholarship recipients to choice of 
the volunteer projects on which they 
work - is done hand in hand with the 
universities. Periodic seminars are 
held at which problems of the 
Sephardi community are discussed 
and the students themselves propose 
projects and directions. 

Nina says her mother, now 91, is 
very proud of ISEF. “It’s something 
she would have liked to do and she's 
glad I have bad the opportunity to do 


many New Yorkers feared would 
exacerbate already tense .relations 
between blacks and Jews.

In December, Goetz 
shot and wounded four black youths 
who allegedly demanded money 
from him on the subwav.

A special 
relationship

WHETHER he’s consulting with his 
secretary at the insurance agency 
where he is a senior partner, or flying 
down 3 ski slope in Vermont or 
Switzerland, or working out with 
other black belts in judo. Ya’acov 
Rubenenko looks just like what he 
is. a cheerful, successful insurance 
broker who can and does enjoy a life 
of sport and of activity. 

But Rubenenko is never alone in 
these pursuits. Always at hand or 
nearby is Gingy, a large golden 
retriever companion. For 
Rubenenko Gingy is more than a 
friend: he’s a necessity, because 
Rubenenko has been blind for 30 
years, ever since he was wounded 
while he was doing his compulsory 
military service in 1954. 

Rubenenko never misses a chance 
to talk about his guide dog or, for 
that matter, about guide dogs in 
general. “I would be helpless with- 
out Gingy,” says Rubenenko. “He is 
my fourth guide dog, and he’s get- 
ting old and I know’ that soon I'll 
have to go abroad and train with 
another dog. But he’s still O.K. at 
this point, and we’ve got a lot to do 
together.” Among other things 
Gingy guides his master when he 
calls on clients. 

Speaking of the help the blind can 
get in achieving mobility, 
Rubenenko mentions with special 
warmth Guiding Eyes for the Blind, 
an association in Yorktown Heights, 
New York. “They give 10 per cent of 
the dogs they train to Israelis,” 
Rubenenko notes. “That’s between 
12 and 15 dogs a year, and every dog 
costs them $12,000 to train. They 
operate entirely on money from 
donations, and while they take no 
money for any dog. if a person 
wishes to contribute he or she may 
do so. Most do.” 

RUBENENKO says that there are 


between 70 and SO guide dogs work- 
ing in Israel, and that more than 20 
of them are from the training centre 
in Yorktown Heights. Others are 
from various American, English and 
German training schools. The dog. 
he says, trains for about a year with a 
trainer and then for another month 
with the person he is going to guide. 

“There's a lot of discussion and 
argument between trainers and 
clients about whether a guide dog 
works like a robot, according to his 
training, or whether it actually 
knows that it is responsible for guid- 
ing a sightless person. Some claim 
this and some claim that. 

“I personally am convinced that 
the dog does know,” he says. “The 
relationship between a blind person 
and his dog is something very spe- 
cial. They become, as it were, one 
inseparable unit, one body and one 
soul. The dog gives me service, and 1 
give him the thing that is the real 
food on which a dog thrives... I give 
him love.” 

Rubenenko at work is not much 
different from any other busy execu- 
tive, not so different from his father. 
Meir who is the firm’s most senior 
partner or from his son Eyal. the 
youngest in the management. After 
all, he points out, most executives 
have secretaries to handle their cor- 
respondence; “I just have to have an 
especially reliable secretary, be- 
cause I can't check on some things.” 

Rubenenko also enjoys tandem 
bicycling and swimming, but most of 
all. the ski slope where he skis down- 
hill with a companion who instructs 
him through a walkie-talkie... “turn 
right, tree ahead, straight on...” and 
all at speeds that boggle the mind. 

“I know it's a strange sport for a 
blind man,” laughs the 49-\ ear-old 
grandfather, “but just because it’s dif- 
ficult doesn't mean it’s impossible!”

Eliahu Insurance had IS70m* profit

~ EHahu Insurance 
■iQof rday announced that it ended 
1 WS 4 with an adjusted profit of IS70 
million (about SI 10.000). This rep- 
resents a very sharp drop when com- 
P?J*r to 1983 V equivalent of 
ib-SOm. in profits. Operating profit, 
however, stemming from the Eliahu 
group s insurance operations, 
almost doubled, to IS343ra. 

Chairman Shlomo Eliahu told a 
press conference that the main cause 
of the drop in profits was the adop- 
tion of Advisory Opinion 33 of the 
Institute of Certified Accountants. 
This new regulation requires com- 
panies to value share holdings in 
their affiliates according to the mar- 
ket price, instead of at cost plus 
inflation adjustment since purchase 
- as had been the case previously. 

Eliahu’s 10 per cent stake in 
Phoenix Insurance, therefore, had 
to be massively devalued, to bring it 
in line with the very low stock mar- 
ket prices of December 1984. 

Despite these accounting comple- 
xities. Shlomo Eliahu said he was 
pleased with his company's results. 
He pointed especially to the capital 
position, which totalled 59.4m. 


Eliahu also said that he was active- 
ly seeking opportunities to expand 
his insurance business, after four 
years in which most of his efforts had 
been directed to other fields, includ- 
ing real estate and other invest- 
ments. Recently, he had attempted 
to buy control of the First Interna- 
tional Bank, but this move had en- 
ded in disappointment. 

The return to a policy of growth 
marks a sharp turnaround in 
Eliahu's business strategy. Four 
years ago he unilaterally began to 
withdraw from the insurance busi- 
ness. in which he had made his 
name, claiming that the cut-throat 
competition would lead the industry 
to disaster. The huge losses of 1983 
and the first half nf 1984. and the 
string of bankruptcies, mergers and 
takeovers which have marked the 
insurance sector in the last two 
years, have been grist to his mill. 

Nevertheless, although he re- 
mains convinced that the survival of 
the industry can only come through 
its concentration into four or five 
large groups, his views are not yet 
shared by the three biggest com- 
panies in the field (Hassneh. Migdal- 
Binyan and Phoenix). Eliahu made 
no secret of his ambition to merge 


Spot oil prices fall as Europe warms up 


ROTTERDAM (Reuter). - Free 
market oil prices tumbled in Europe 
yesterday as the continent's weather 
turned mild and plentiful supplies 
continued to be available, traders 
said. 

A barrel of North Sea oil from 
Britain's Brent Field traded on the 
spot market at $26.40 for April deliv- 
ery, 30 cents down on Monday and 
more than a dollar below last Thurs- 
day's levels. Brent crude for March 
delivery was being negotiated at 
$27.30. down from S2S. 12 last Fri- 
day. 

The British National Oil Corpora- 
tion's official price is $28.65 for 
Brent crude and it will lose money on 
every barrel it sells on the sport 
market at present prices. 


An arctic spell of weather in Janu- 
ary and February, which helped re- 
verse a lengthy downtrend in de- 
mand. has now disappeared and 
prices have again come under press- 
ure. 

Traders said other factors contri- 
buted to the renewed price weak- 
ness. The strongly rising dollar, 
which makes oil prices more expen- 
sive in local currency terms, has 
discouraged European refiners from 
making purchases, while increasing 
supplies of oil. particularly from 
Iran, have forced sellers to cut 
prices. 

Last week Iran, whose oil sales 
have been hampered by Iraqi attacks 
around its main Kharg Island ter- 
minal. began to offer oil again after a 
lone absence. 


Electric Corp. to cut power to pumping stations

TEL AVTV. - The Israel Electric 
Corporation plans to cut the power 
to some pumping stations of Mekor- 
ot. the national water company. 

The IEC spokesman said Mon- 
day the move had been prompted by 
Mekorot’s failure to pay its debt of 
some IS5.9 billion, of which lS3.5b. 
was incurred during, the past week. 


Mekorot is the largest consumer of 
power in Israel. 

“Because of the delay in Mekorot 
payments, we are in arrears in 
paying our suppliers, the most for- 
midable of which are the fuel com- 
panies/* the IEC spokesman said. 

The spokesman did not say when 
the power cuts to Mekorot will come 
into effect. 


with or achieve the leading role in 
one of the mega-companies he sees 
surviving, but he admitted that such 
a merger or acquisition can only 
come about on a friendly basis.

Smaller companies, 
which did not have large share hold- 
ings, would not be similarly affected, 
and Eliahu expected some of them to 
show higher real profits than his own 
company had. He offered no projec- 
tion on the results of the big insur- 
ance companies.

A spokesman for I&C said the 
electronic instruments for measuring 
the angle of floating objects in rela- 
tion to the horizon would be used in 
a secret solar energy project being 
carried out by the army and a private 
American concern. 

The Mount Carmel firm, which 
employs 30 engineers and techni- 
cians. also specializes in the manu- 
facture of transducers for various 
industries. 

I & C has been operating for 
four years and has a marketing com- 
pany based in Connecticut. 

The firm’s total sales, excluding 
the U.S. Army contract, for the 
fiscal year ending next month are 
expected to reach nearly Sim., the 
spokesman said.

South Africa closes 
flawed nuclear plant

Commission said it had found that a 
variety of water-carrying stainless 
steel pipes, some linked to the reac- 
tor systems, contained iron impuri- 
ties that could lead to corrosion. 

A spokesman said: “In the short 
term it is not serious, because we 
could probably run for years with 
these fruits and nothing would hap- 
pen.” 

A flaw- had been seen on the 
surface of one pipe and tests indicatd 
that there were fruits inside the 
pipes.

Soaring value of dollar 
a mixed blessing in Europe 


FRANKFURT (AP). - The strong 
dollar has become a mixed blessing 
for Western Europeans, attracting 
U.S. tourists and improving exports, 
but simultaneously driving up oil 
prices and siphoning off investment 
money. 

For tourists with U.S. dollars, 
Europe hasn't been such a bargain 
since the 1960s. and hoteliers and 
merchants from London to Vienna 
are gleeful about the steady increase 
in tourism as the doDar has streng- 
thened over the past two years. 

West German cars, Swiss watches, 
British cashmere sweaters. Italian 
leather goods and French perfume 
are good values for dollar holders 
because of the relative weakness of 
Western European currencies. 

High U.S. interest rates caused by 
a $175.3 billion deficit in the fiscal 
year ending September 30, 19S4, 
have made the U.S. a haven for* 
foreign investors and helped propel 
the dollar to dizzying heights against 
the European currencies in recent 
weeks. 

The West German mark has fallen 
to a 13-year low of 3.34 marks per 
dollar, the British pound - worth $3 
not many years ago - is now down to 
only SI. 10, and the French franc, 
traded at five per dollar in 1980, 
slumped to 10 per dollar this month. 

“A dollar at 10 francs, such a 
hypothesis would have appeared 
perfectly incongruous only three or 
tour years ago,” the prestigious he 
Monde newspaper of Paris com- 
mented after the dollar broke the 
10-franc barrier on February 10. 

While generally welcoming the 
trade benefits, most European lead- 
ers believe the dollar is overvalued 
and threatens economic health. 
Some officials have suggested that 
the dollar could fall as quickly as it 


rose, triggering a worldwide trade 
and monetary crisis if investments 
are vanked out of America. 

British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher, in an address last week to 
a joint session of Congress, said the *■ 
U.S. deficit’s fuelling of high interest 
rates is the reason for the high-flying 
dollar. "No other country in the 
world can be immune from its effects 
such is the influence of the American 
' economy on us all.” she said. 

Former West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt, in a recent com- 
mentary in the Hamburg weekly Die 
Zeit. said the structure of world 
trade is threatened by an overvalued 
dollar caused by the U.S. deficit. 

Italy is among the countries most 
concerned about the soaring dollar, 
even though a record number of 
U.S. tourists are expected to take 
advantage of the exchange rate arid 
visit the country this year. 

Foreign Commerce Ministry 
spokesman, Enrico Nassi said that 
even though Italian exports to the 
U.S. rose 70 per cent last year, the , 
net effect of the strong dollar is bad ft 
for Italy's economy. Nassi noted that 
40 per' cent of Italian imports are 
paid for in dollars, while only 32 per 
cent of Italy's exports earn dollars. 

Many French companies have 
cited the strength of the dollar as the 
main reason for increases in exports 
in 1984. France's trade deficit nar- 
rowed to 19.8 billion francs last year 
from 49.8b. francs in 1983. and 
French monetary officials say the 
rise of the dollar'has been an impor- 
tant factor in narrowing the gap. 

For Britain, a positive effect of the 
high dollar has been an increase in 
pound revenues from North Sea oil. 
Since oil is priced in dollars, the 
government takes in more pounds in 
tax revenues as the dollar streng- 
thens,, 4 


Rolls-Royce sells less but earns more 


LONDON (Reuter). - British lux- 
ury carmaker Rolls-Royce this week 
announced a sharp jump in profits 
despite selling fewer of its status- 
symbol cars. 

Earnings leapt to £14 million 
($15m.) from just £lm. (now 
$1.06m.) in 1983, a year 'maned by a 
five-week pay strike, the company 
said. 

Worldwide sales slipped from 
2,270 cars in 1983 to 2,200 in 1984. 
Half of all Rolls-Royces are sold in 
the U.S. 

A spokesman said the profits 
jump showed the company was 
“back on the tracks” after several 


years of over-production, which led 
to unseemly price-cutting in the 
showrooms. 

Costs had been reduced and out- 
put trimmed to match the fairly 
limited demand for cars starting at 
£58,000 ($61,000). “We are not 
trying to dig out more gold than is in 
the mine," he said. 

Rolls-Royce Motors, hived off jn 
1971 from the aero-engine maker of 
the same name, merged with the 
Vickers Engineering Group in 198(^J 
Pre-tax profits for the group as *a 
whole almost doubled in 1984. to 
£26m. (S28m.) from £14m. ($15 mil- 
lion).

Exports had risen by 26 per cent 
over 1983, to $245m. Two interest- 
ing facts emerged, exports of milit- 
ary goods had risen by only 22 per 
cent, while those for civilian mar- 
kets had risen by an enormous 80 per 
cent. 

No absolute figures were given. 

As for expons to the U.S. ; they 
had ‘‘included a wide range of pro- 
ducts” and had increased bv 100 per 
cent, to $62m. 

In 1985, the target for total sales is 
S620m., of which exports should be 
$306m. Thus, there will be an 11 per 
cent rise in sales, although exports 
should rise by 25 per cent. . 

The same pattern should hold true 
for 1985; military exports will in- 
crease. but only by 17 per cent, while 
exports of consumer goods will in- 
crease much faster, by 30 per cent. 

Exports to the U.S. should in- 
crease by 90 per cent, to SUSm.. he 
said. 

Comparing investments in 1984 to 
1985, Ne’eman noted that those in 
fixed assets (buildings, equipment) 
would drop from SI 12m. in 3984 to 
$72m. in 1985. but investments in R 
& D would increase, from $52m. in 
1984 to some S70m. in 1985. 


Four plants would be opened this 
year, two in Jerusalem, one in Beit 
She'an. and one in Holon. Two 
other plants, one in Be’er Tuvia and 
one in Holon, were in the process of 
construction. 

Ne’eman admitted that Tadiran 
was going through a “hard time” at 
present on three separate fronts. 
The local consumer market, which 
constituted 10 to 12 per cent of all 
sales, was shrinking. Tadiran's 
second market, the government 
(mainly the defence establishment), 
which had taken 35-40 per cent, was 
also dwindling. 

As for exports, he said that “we 
are the only country in the world, 
except for the U.S.. which is linked 
to the dollar.”

Only a “massive devaluation" could 
help exports, he said, but the gov- 
ernment preferred to compensate 
exporters through other means, such 
as the exchange rate insurance 
scheme and incentives, in order to 
maintain a better control inflation. 

“As if these three problems were 
not enough, the government has also 
frozen its investments, while plan- 
ning to impose new taxes.” he said.

Demand sends dollar sharply 
higher in nervous trading 


LONDON (AP). - The dollar again 
moved sharply higher on European 
foreign exchange markets yesterday, 
powered by strong demand in ner- 
vous trading with big gyrations. 
Gold prices rose $2-$3 after Mon- 
day's 315-an-ounce plunge. 

British' Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher, pressed for action to de- 
fend the pound, which was trading at 
only 4.7 cents more than a dollar, 
said there is little she or anyone else 
can do to stop the dollar's onslaught. 

European dealers said the mar- 
kets fluctuated wildly early in the 
morning and again in the late after- 
noon. 

A trader for National Westmins- 
ter. one of Britain’s big four banks, 
said, ‘The dollar at one stage was 
very strong, but it came off the top 
when New York came in.” 

The trader, who did not permit 
use of his name, said the dollar 
plunged in the half-hour as London 
trading was closing, fluctuating by 
one cent against the pound sterling 
and four pfennigs against the West 
German mark on the strength of 
news from the United States. 

' Anthony G. Chappel. director of 
foreign exchange trading for Lrving 
Trust Co., said the dollar’s rise was 
nipped by testimony to the U.S. 
House Banking Committee by Paul 
Volcker, chairman of the U.S. 
Federal Reserve Bank, that the size 
of the U.S. budget deficit was a peril 


to the dollar. He said the deficit 
would lead to the dollar’s fall even- 
tually. 

“We were expecting a correction, 
and it’s coming," said Chappel. “But 
I don’t think it’s going to be too 
much of a correction." 

Even with the late drop, the dollar 
closed in Europe at records against 
the pound sterling, the Italian lira 
and the French franc and at 13-year 
highs against the Dutch guilder and 
West German mark, and at a 10-year 
high against the Swiss franc. 

Mrs. Thatcher, pressed in the 
House of Commons to say whether 
she would let the pound fall to less 
than one dollar, said the only re- 
medies were to raise interest rates - 
already at record highs in Britain - or 
to intervene with Treasury funds on 
the exchanges. 

“In fact.lt can only be done.. .in a 
way that will make speculators hesi- 
tate,” she said. “But it is not a 
prolonged exercise.” 

British Trade and Industry Secret- 
ary Norman Tebbit was asked in a 
radio interview whether he was re- 
conciled to pound-dollar parity. “I 
don’t think one should talk in terms 
of being reconciled to it.” he replied. 
“The markets will have their way.” 

Gold bullion was quoted in Lon- 
don at a late bid price of S2S7.20 a 
troy ounce, up from S284 late Mon- 
day. 


World cereal production increases 


ROME (AP). - World cereal pro- 
duction rose S.5 per cent to a record 
1.78 billion metric tons last year 
from 1.641b. tons in 1983. the UN 
Food and Agricultural Organization 
(FAO) reported last week. The 
category includes wheat, rice and 
coarse grain.

TEL AVIV. - For the second succes- 
sive day the miirket moved broadly 
higher, with many more issues rising 
than falling. However, ihe overall 
volume of the share marker was 
lower yesterday than on Monday, 
and the scale of the rises, both indi- 
vidual and sectoral, was less. 

The oil sector suffered from some 
preity intensive profit-taking and a 
large number of “sellers only” and 
drops of up to 10 per cent resulted in 
a sectoral plunge of over 6 per cent. 

Meanwhile. First international 
and Fibi joined Danot on the up- 
escalator.

Furthermore, the ten- general fi- 
gures given for the adjusted profits 
do not distinguish between operat- 
ing profits and financial profits. The 
nominal figures show rhat income 
from financial operations were four 
times as high as the actual operating 
profits - something that tics in with 
the widely-held belief that Supersol 
makes its real money from The credit 
terms it imposes on its suppliers, 
using the funds to garner interest in 
the interim. 

This feature of the retailer's busi- 
ness was in hot dispute for most of 
last year, although one finds no men- 
tion of it in the remarks that accom- 
pany the figures, beyond the follow- 
ing laconic reference; “The price 
rises {of late 19S3 and beyond] influ- 
enced the credit market in general 
and the area of suppliers’ credit in 
particular. The company was forced 
to shorten the terms of suppliers' 
credit, while ensuring a suitable 
operating profit that answered the 
problem of financing as well.”

Even more interesting is ihe un- 
answered question of what effect the 
first package deal had on Supersol'* 
sales and profits. This went into 
effect, it may be recalled, early in 
November - a few days after the end 
of the business year being reported 
on. The stock market regulations 
required company managements to 
refer in their reports to shareholders 
to important events occuring after 
the book* were closed. Supersol* 
management totally ignores the 
issue, spending its report on a list of 
how many new supermarkets were 
opened, and where, and which new 1 
ones are planned. 

They wouldn't get away with this 
kind of whitewash in Toronto or 
Montreal, let alone in Nov York. In 
Td Aviv, though, it's about par for 
the course.

Old truths 


IT IS TOO EARLY to tell where the Mubarak initiative will 
lead. But it is abundantly clear that some attitudes will have to 
undergo a sea-change before there can be any breakthrough to 
peace. 

Peace negotiations must be based on UN Security Council 
Resolution 242: this is acknowledged by all save the outright 
enemies of peace, such as the PLO. Unlike the PLO. Jordan 
has endorsed that Security Council resolution, and it has 
correctly read it to imply an exchange of “land for peace." But it 
has also insisted that “land" means “all the land.” Now it also 
proposes that Jordan make peace with Israel while the PLO 
obtain "all the land” occupied by Israel west of the Jordan 
River in June 1967. 

That is passing strange. Surely, if Israel somehow, in a fit of 
absence of mind, and overlooking the deadly risks to its 
security, were to opt for the transfer of sovereign rule over the 
West Bank and Gaza to the terrorist PLO. it would not need to 
do so through Jordan. The fig-leaf of a Jordanian-Palestinian 
federation will impress only those who are unaware of the 
regular fate of such political schemes in the Aral? world. 

For its part. Israel has had some difficulties with 242. But 
even Menachem Begin, who first spumed it on coming to the 
premiership in 1977. accepted it the following year in conclud- 
ing the Camp David accords. There is no question now that it is 
binding. 

But Mr. Begin's acceptance hinged on an interpretation that 
is as unwarranted as King Hussein's. Under it, peace - except in 
the southern sector - is to be traded not for land, but for peace. 
Resolution 242 is said not to apply to any land in Eretz Yisrael, 
and Camp David turns out to be merely a device to induce 
Jordan - 3nd Egypt - to rubber-stamp, or at least to acquiesce 
in, the perpetuation of Israel's hold over the territories. 

That reading can never become a prescription for peace, only 
for continued deadlock that threatens to erupt into actual war. 

There are those within Israel’s national unity government, 
centred around the Alignment, who would like to disgorge the 
densely Arab-populated portions of the West-Bank territory 
before the Jewish state chokes on them. 

Their Likud opponents observe that this is impossible, not 
only because the areas represent a national patrimony, and are 
vital to national defence, but because the Jordanians will not 
cooperate in drawing new “secure and recognized boundaries” 
within Western Palestine, to replace the old. insecure and 
never recognized armistice lines. 

In the latter point, they are right. There has long been a tacit 
alliance of obstructionists on both sides of the present line, 
taking what pleases them in 242, leaving out the rest, and 
decorating the plain text with fancy commentaries. It is time to 
break down that alliance, and this cannot be effected except 
through mutual compromise. 

If Mr. Mubarak's initiative can contribute to this end, it is 
welcome. 


More meddling and muddling 


THE 1985 BUDGET. Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i said 
when tabling it in the Knesset on Monday, “contains nothing 
original.” He was wrong. The new budget does not indeed 
reflect any new order of priorities, but in other respects it is 
highly original. 

The erosion, due to high inflation, of the legislature's 
function in considering and apprcnfrig the budget has been 
going on for a long time. The result has been that no matter 
what the budget said, actual expenditure was determined by the 
Treasury when it could, and after hassles with the relevant 
ministries when it could not impose its fiscal rulings unilateral- 
ly. Thus spending has invariably exceeded the budgetary 
allocations, with the Knesset Finance Committee rubber- 
stamping expenditures that required its formal approval as well 
as supplementary budgets submitted at the end of the fiscal 


The originality of the 1985 budget - presented for the first 
time in U.S. dollars as well as in shekels - lies mainly in that it 
finally institutionalizes the loss of the Knesset’s power to 
control public expenditure and in effect transfers that power to 
the Treasury. 

This feat is achieved by leaving to the discretion of that 
ministry, the adjustment procedure of the budget allocations to 
price inflation. 

The explanatory notes say that the budget figures will be 
adjusted quarterly not only to prices, but also to the flow of 
revenue. The estimate of what the rate of inflation has been or 
will be. the choice of the index considered relevant for the 
adjustment procedure, and the determination whether the cash 
flow of revenue is adequate - all these will be left entirely to 
the Treasury. 

The budget, it may be well to remember, determines such 
"minor" things as the level of output, employment and 
investment in rhe econojny. 

Mr. Moda’i has obtained cabinet approval for a watered- 
down version of his proposal to make civil servants accountable 
for spending in excess of the budget allocations. The adjust- 
ment procedure envisaged in the budget, however, leaves it to 
the Treasury to decide whether or not a given expenditure has 
been in excess of the budget. How any tribunal is to determine 
the truth in the Rashomon tales that may be brought before it, 
will remain Mr. ModaTs secret.' 

It would not. however, be quite fair to attribute to Mr. 
Moda'i a deliberate design to arrogate more power to the 
Treasury. With inflation expected to remain at the three-digit 
annual rate, with a planned real-term devaluation of 12 per 
cent, and with an operative budget that, after the deduction of 
debt service and defence, amounts to 5.7 out of the budgeted 
20.2 trillion shekels, he may have had no other choice. 

The same reasons also explain why cuts in government 
operations have become near impossible, and why most of 
them are in reality higher taxes or their equivalent. 

In the meantime, such cuts as will be effected, and* such 
additional taxes as are to be imposed, are still to be decided 
upon. 

If the expenditure side of the budget is as full of holes as a 
Swiss cheese, the forecasts on the revenue side are a wide- 
meshed sieve. Most of the expected 7.9 per cent real-term 
increase in revenues depends on legislation that has not yet 
been tabled in the Knesset, much of it is inconsistent with the 
economic developments forecast in the national budget, and 
some of it requires the public to believe, once again, the 
promise that tax collection will be “intensified”. That promise 
has been heard before - nearly every’ year. It has never been 
fulfilled, and this year it is to be implemented with 551 fewer tax 
officials. 

In these conditions it is not surprising that the budget 
represents little more than a valiant effort to muddle through, 
with more instead of less government intervention. There could 
have been an alternative: a frank transition from the semi- 
dollarization of the present budget to an outright adoption of a 
stable unit of account, and an audacious policy of price 
stabilization instead of the present timid attempt to stabilize a 
high rate of inflation. 

That, however, seems to be beyond the power of the national 
unity government.

THE DARING of the recent Shiite 
terrorist attacks in South Lebanon 
and their relatively high degree of 
success demand an analogy between 
Shiite and Palestinian terrorism. 
There are those who believe that the 
latest series of actions carried out by 
Palestinians in the occupied territor- 
ies against Israelis were inspired by 
the Shiite successes in the North. 

During the first years of its exist- 
ence. the Fatah derived much of its 
inspiration from the success of the 
Algerian revolt. In the view of the 
PaFestinian leadership. Algeria was 
an example of the ability of guerrilla 
warfare to vanquish even world pow- 
ers and to bring about national li- 
beration: their decision to carry out a 
policy of what they call “commando 
warfare" - otherwise known as “ter- 
rorist action" - was an unsuccessful 
attempt to emulate the Algerian 
model in the conditions extant in the 
Middle East. 

The harsh criticism by the Palesti- 
nian historian Walid Halidj of the 
analogy between the conditions in 
Algeria at the end of the 1950s and in 
Israel after the Six Day War was 
entirely justified; the PLO terror 
acts did. admittedly, contribute to 
that organization's political and in- 
ternational standing and to the 
awakening of the Palestinian nation- 
al spirit, but to this day they have not 
realized any true gains in the direct 
clash with Israel. 

Since Israel will apparently soon 
complete its withdrawal from Leba- 
non. it is likely that many in the Arab 
camp will construe the removal of 
Israel as the success of the Shiite 
guerrillas. Even today the thesis that 
only the Shi'ite terror forced Israel 
to pull out of Sidon is widely ex- 
pounded. and our own camp must 
itself admit that this claim has some 
truth to it: the hostile activities of the 
Shiites constituted at least one of 
the factors in speeding up the Israeli 
decision to leave the Lebanese 


swamp. 

The danger exists that the Palesti- 
nians will revert to the belief in the 
effectiveness of guerrilla warfare 
against Israel and to the illusion that 
such tactics could force the Israel 
Defence Forces to withdraw from 
the territories occupied in 1967. 
These tactics would bring about no 
such result; they would only increase 
the number of casualties on the 
Israeli side. and. first of all. cause a 
far greater increase in the suffering 
of the Palestinians themselves; they 
would deepen the conflict and create 
further obstacles to the peace pro- 
cess. It is necessary, therefore, to 
refute this attempt to equate the 
Palestinian struggle in Israel with the 
Shi'ite struggle in Lebanon. 


THE CLAIM that the Shi'ite fight- 
ers are more able than the Palesti- 
nians has only slight justification. 
Technologically the latter hold the 
advantage, though it is. perhaps, 
true of the Shi'ites that the fanatic- 
ism of their counterparts in Iran

Sir, - Shmuei Katz's article, 
“Non-kosher pressure” (January 18) 
left me in complete dismay. As a 
kasbrut inspector, he is wanting. I 
have been one who read his articles 
on political issues with respect be- 
cause I felt he knew his subject. 
Therefore, his venture into the 
realm of Halacha with his dogmat- 
ism and disrespect, bordering on 
sheer hutzpa. opens to question his 
competence. If he knows so little 
about a subject with which I have 
familiarity, how can I assume that his 
knowledge of subjects with which I 
have less familiarity, is valid? 


Obviously. Mr. Katz knows little 
about Halacha and its pre-eminence 
in classical Judaism. The rabbis who 
decided that immersion in a mikve is 
the halachic requirement for a group 
long separated from the mainstream 
of the Jewish people, showed the 
greatest measure of sympathy for the 
Ethiopian Jews. What is so “grotes- 
que’’ about ritual immersion? Faith- 
ful Jewish women observe it each 
month. Countless Jewish men im- 
merse daily or weekly or before 
holidays, with delight, satisfaction 
and a feeling of purification. Grotes- 
que is Shmuei Katz's accusation of 
God-fearing men who serve as our 
spiritual leaders and who dedicate 
their lives to the study and practice 
of Tora Law, as being motivated by a 
desire for power. 


The condition of acceptance is not 
‘‘additional.” but basic and minimal. 
To Mr. Katz, the issue of these 
people and their Jewishness is 
obviously new or recent. Has he read 
a single responsum on the subject 
written in the last 150 years from the 
Ridbaz (Vol. 7 responsa 5) to con- 
temporary authorities like Rabbi 
Moshe Feinstein and former Chief 
Rabbi Ovadia Yosef? Has he ever 
seen more sympathetic feeling ex- 


spurs them to make greater sacri- 
fices. While w$. have witnessed no 
suicide-missions by the Palestinians, 
there are nonetheless numerous ex- 
amples of daring operations in the 
history of PLO terror. 

A comparison of the topographic 
conditions yields no better explana- 
tion of the gap in success. In guerrilla 
warfare theory topographic condi- 
tions are an important element, and 
the mountainous terrain of South 
Lebanon supplies better cover than 
the ren-ain of the West Bank: but this 
disparity is marginal, and the terri- 
tory held by the IDF in Lebanon is 
not so large as to make it impossible 
to control the Shi'ite terror, if the 
IDF were willing to invest all the 
necessary means. 

More realistic is the claim regard- 
ing the existence of a secure base 
outside the control of the occupying 
forces. Mao Zedong often asserted 
that it is essentia] for guerrilla fight- 
ers to acquire a territorial base 
beyond the reach of the superior 
destructive capability of the enemy 
to which they can retreat with rela- 
tive safety. Such a base would be 
protected by topographic advan- 
tages (distance, difficult terrain), or 
by political advantages (as in the 
case of Vietnam, where the Vietcong 
relied on continuous supplies 
reaching it by the Ho Chi Minh trail 
from its bases in North Vietnam, 
which for various reasons could not 
be attacked directly by the U.S.).

level. The main mistake that the 
Palestinians are likely to make steins 
from a basic misunderstanding as to 
the nature and essence of guerrilla 
warfare: this type of fighting occurs 
when one side has no possibility of 
destroying its enemy in a direct con- 
frontation. and so reverts to a “hir 
and run" attack, which causes the 
other side to relinquish the battle, 
owing to a high casualty rate and 
realization that the war can never be 
finally won. 

The simplistic picture drawn in 
these cases causes one sometimes to 
forget that the success of guerrilla 
warfare demands the fulfilment of 
specific conditions, and the deter- 
mination of one side is not enough: 
the side that is being attacked must 
have a realistic option of relin- 
quishing the battle and going home. 
(Obviously, for the purposes of this 
discussion we must limit ourselves to 
the wars between two different peo- 
ples and exclude civil wars.) 

Guerrilla warfare is not aimed at 
the military power of the enemy but 
at its determination and will-power, 
and a true guerrilla situation means 
that the enemy must have an objec- 
tive possibility of quitting the battle. 
The Americans in Vietnam, unwill- 
ing as they may have been, nonethe- 
less had the possibility of getting up 
and going back home: the same thing 
happened to the British in Kenya 
and in Palestine, and even to the 
French in Algeria. 

In light of this argument, a situa- 
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of “hit-and-run" actions back in 
1964. but its leaders understood not 
only the limitations of the Palesti- 
nian fighters, but also - intuitively - 
that in the prevailing conditions 
guerrilla warfare could not exist, 
because the goal could not be Israel's 
relinquishing its very existence, and 
such warfare could not hope to des- 
troy Israel militarily. They de- 
veloped the “detonator” theory, 
whereby they would create provoca- 
tions that would force the Arab 
countries to go to war.

there was a period when Jordan 
served as such a secure base, and the

don of true guerrilla warfare exists in

It is no coincidence 
that there is no serious political ele- 
ment in Israel that suggests a one- 
sided withdrawal by the IDF from 
the occupied territories. Even the 


Hun 
onlv within the framework of a peace 
that will end the conflict and bring 
about a historical reconciliation be- 
tween the sides. 

Behind this wall-to-wali Israeli 
consensus opposing a unilateral 
withdrawal lie objective condition* 
which prevent any Israeli govern- 
ment from giving in to Palestinian 
terror. The miirtan conditions haie 
changed completely since W“: the 
maximal goals of some of the Palesti- 
nians and the exposure of hr.ieii 
concentrations of population in the 
event of a continued struggle - deny 
any possibility of a one-sided with- 
drawal.

This is the main reason why there 
is no state of guerrilla warfare be- 
tween Israel and the Palestinians, 
and this is the justification for calling 
the Palestinian battle “ terrorism." 

The 
difference lies not in the style rf 
fighting, nor in moral principles, hut 
in the historical situation itself So. 
too. whereas the Shi'ites may reach 
their goals by violent means, the 
Palestinians will not succeed by this 
path even if they intensify their vio- 
lence a hundredfold: their fate will 
be to become the victims of the 
deepening of the conflict. 

This is also why only a rejection of 
the path of violence and a search for 
peace through conciliation and com- 
promise will enable the Palestinian • 
to reach at least some of their aims: 
and so. too, why Israel cannot leave 
the aimless spiral of violence wit hoi:: 
a willingness to reach peace through 
compromise.

pressed than in these halachic deci- 
sions? 

Rabbi Feinstein wrote long before 
the recent events, regarding Ethio- 
pian Jews: "With regard to their 
Jewishness, we have doubts and 
must ask of them full conversion 
before we can accept them. But 
before dealing with conversion, 
there is the miizva of rescuing them 
from apostasy and danger as we 
woujd every other Jew... and even if 
by law they are not Jews, since they 
consider themselves Jews and sacri- 
fice for their Jewishness, we are 
obligated to rescue them." 

Mr. Katz continues: “Once the 
rabbinate recognized them as 
Jews..." When d/d this occur? The 
rabbinate recognized their sincerity 
to be Jews, but had reason for re- 
servations for which it offered the 
minimal demand to remove doubt. 

What this has to do with amending 
the Law of Return is beyond me. 
The latter issue has been before the 
Knesset for over a decade, long 
before the Faiashas were in the pub- 
lic eye. To state that “the demand 
for ritual immersion derives from the 
nit-picking irrelevances...for 
reasons remote from godliness or 
compassion or logic,” is demago- 
guery couched in impertinence. I 
assure Mr. Katz that he is a Jew 
today only because his grandparents 
engaged in these “nit-picking irrele- 
vances.” Is he qualified to judge 
what is close to or “remote from 
godliness”? 

If Mr. Katz presumes that the late 
sainted Chief Rabbi Abraham I. 
Kook or Rabbi Maimon of blessed 
memory, or the Sanhedrin he prop- 
osed. would have judged the issue of 
Ethiopian Jews or the Law of Return 
-any differently than do the present 
chief rabbis, who are Rabbi Kook's 
disciples, he is sadly mistaken. Such 
a contention derives from ignorance 


of the halachic process and from a 
sterility of spiritual values and com- 
mitment. 

Unfortunately, when one has a 
career of political involvement in 
which expediency is the motto, one 
is unable to comprehend those 
whose spiritual convictions direct 
them for principle’s sake. To confuse 
the rabbis with what religious or 
□on-religious politicians may do. is 
unfair, crude and destructive to the 
Jewish people. These are Jewry's 
spiritual leaders, guardians of the 
people's spiritual foundations, who 
seek no monopoly for themselves 
but for the place of Tora in the 
Jewish State. Theirs is the historical- 
ly tried conviction that rhe continuity 
and unity of the Jewish people, can 
be secured only by Tora as it is 
classically transmitted through the 
ages - by Halacha. 

Let Mr. Katz keep to his political 
meandering where I hope he is bet- 
ter versed and leave halachic and 
spiritual values of Tora to its mas- 
ters.

As for his gratuitous persona! re- 
marks about me. they do not affect 
me They merely suggest that Rabbi 
Dolgin apparently believes that he is 
exempt from the dictates of ycriciiv 
and from the prescription of rfercch 
eretz.
